i Air, Fire, or Water—which 
are you? That is the crucial question 
which this small work sets forth to an- 
swer for your entertainment, and, haply, 
instruction too. 

During my self-set task of collecting 
and sifting the data for a certain ancient 
psychic theory described in this little book 
my friends and I have had so much merri- 
ment—plus a certain side-track of real 
soul-searching—that it is now being sent 
out into the world for others to laugh and 
perhaps, to learn. That is its apologia. 

Having been urged on every side to 
“make a book of” a quaint character-chart 
which served some of our remote fore- 
fathers well enough, I must now remind 
the superior-minded that this is not for 
them, Let them put it down at once. It is 
for those gentler souls who still hold that 
there may have been something in the 
childhood of our race that was worth 
preserving, some gleams of pristine wis- 
dom in the quaint pagan ideas of those 
who were nearer than we are to the basic 
-and the elemental. As Stevenson once said, 
“The dew of man’s morning is on these 
things’—which at least makes them re- 
freshing. 

To all who are interested in “how I 
came to be I” (and their name is happily 
legion, so naive a thing is human nature! 
—still), this ancient folk-definition of 
human temperament, linked up as it is

with the physical works of earth and sky 
and sea, has an irresistible fascination. 

At the outset I must point out that this 
theory is essentially terrestrial, though 
there are naturally certain points of mutual 
resemblance to Astrology leading to results 
similar to those obtained by the reading 
of the stars and planets. 

Apparently the belief is mainly a Norse 
conception, since it was the Nordic peoples, 
of all the ancients, who most clearly ex- 
pressed their ideas in Nature. Some au- 
thorities assert that it comes from the 
East, whence comes all mystical lore. But 
since modern scholars now prove the Norse 
tribes to have migrated from Asia, origin- 
ally, there may easily be a common origin 
of ideas. Certain it is that, far away in the 
dim ages which mark the dawn of history, 
when wandering Aryan tribes, said to have 
come originally from the plain of Iran, in 
Central Asia, swarmed over and settled in 
Northern Europe, they found their ideas 
of God in Nature. They also conceived 
of the great elemental forces of nature 
as huge, personal entities, driving and in- 
fluencing the mind and soul of man: and 
they gradually sorted out and classified the 
various types of human character as being 
under the direct ruling of particular ele- 
ments, and so visualized mankind as being 
urged forward to a great and mysterious 
future destiny, in inter-communion with 
a highly intelligentized physical universe, 
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And this great epic was a moral one. From 
the fragments of their religious formulae 
it is evident that they believed the whole 
cosmic scheme to consist of one vast, sen- 
tient, almost conscious warfare between 
the beneficent and malignant, or in- 
jurious, natural forces; one mighty and 
unending fugue of fierce, moral purpose, 
forever thundering onward to some un- 
known and ultimate climax of eternity. 
All their songs and legends, their runes 
and saga, express this grim, majestic 
world-theme, this storm-song of destiny; 
and those Teutonic peoples who can claim 
to be of Norse or Scandinavian descent, be 
it by ever so distant a clue, can hear and 
recognize the god-glamour of this death- 
less music in their innermost souls, even in 
a day of mechanical materialism, and find 
themselves responding to its infinite urg- 
ings. 

Fragments of this quaint theory can still 
be encountered amongst the folk of North- 
ern England, and along the Eastern coasts, 
where vast colonies of the Danelagh lived 
and flourished, proving its Viking origin. 
But it can also be found from time to time 
amongst the Jewish people, who will allude 
to it in detail, and who seem to have held 
to it as a tradition alongside with the 
Saxons and Danes of our own land. 

It would be less likely, possibly, to ap- 
peal to the Latin races occupying Southern 
Europe. Its /ocale is essentially Northern 
—emphatic, storm-ridden, fiercely mysti- 
cal and profoundly real. 

Briefly, then, its main outlines are as 
follows: the assertion that all human beings 
are born under the direct sway of gne or 
other of the four principal elements, i.e., 
Air, Water, Fire or Earth—and that all 
must and do live and act in accordance 
with the general characteristics of these 
essential forces. Some authorities insist 
upon a pre-Odinic, a pre-Norse paganism, 
which gave to these four elements definite 
personalities, and deified them severally as 
Ymir*, Kari, Loki and Hfler7. Students 
of Norse mythology will recognize in Ymir 
and Loki two of the leading Nordic gods, 
these probably being descended to a later 
evolution of the same idea. But all that 
concerns us here is the fact that Ymir, 
Kari, Loki and Hfler were said to rule 
supremely over the destinies and tempera-

ments of those born within their own spe- — 
cial months. Now they may each be allotted 
three months out of the year, in the fol- 
lowing order: Ymir, Aquarius; Kari, 
Pisces; Loki, Aries; Hfler, Taurus. Then 
again, Ymir, Gemini; Kari, Cancer; Loki, 
Leo; Hfler, Virgo. And again, Ymir, 
Libra; Kari, Scorpio; Loki, Sagittarius; 
Hfler, Capricorn. It is simpler, perhaps, in 
following the idea to commit to memory 
the more concise fact that Aquarius, 
Gemini and Libra people come under the 
classification of Ymir; Pisces, Cancer and 
Scorpio, of Kari; Aries, Leo and Sagit- 
tarius, of Loki, and Taurus, Virgo and 
Capricorn, of Hfler. 

Again, before going further, it is wise also 
to memorize the main attributes for which 
these elements basically stand. They are 
as follows: 


Ymir * Life Force 

Kari * Soul Force 

Loki * Light and Cleansing 

Hfler * Healing and Burden-bearing 
That these outstanding characteristics do 
actually mark those born in the respective 
signs no one who has studied the subject 
with care would dream of denying. 

But why human nature should be thus 
arbitrarily classified, and -what Higher 
Power decides so momentous a_ soul- 
destiny is a question which would lead us 
onward to such unknown depths and 
heights that it is wiser to place it on one 
side in such a modest scheme as the present 
one, and to be content to confine one’s 
studies to noting psychic facts and results 
and accepting them for what they are 
worth 

To those who may, very naturally, raise 
the objection that it is absurd to try to 
classify the entire human race within the 
limits of twelve definitions only, I would 
point out that Astrology uses the same 
number. But of course with the sub-divi- 
sions of so many “crossings” and com- 
plexes that the twelve is easily doubled 
or trebled, as happens also in the theory 
under discussion. People, for instance, 
born at the beginning or end of months 
are “complexes” with the elements immedi- 
ately following or preceding them, with 
greatly chequered results in the tempera- 
ment and tendencies. This subject is fully 
dealt with in a later chapter.

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(5) I agree to make no use of astrology 
im connection with promotion schemes or 
business practices such as would be re- 
garded as unethical in the field of medicine 
and law, and to refrain from employing

ANSWER: Your remarks remind us of 
an old wheeze which seems to be apropos, 
to wit, “Let us not be too severe upon the 
monopolies.” If we read the Scriptures 
closely, we observe that our forefathers 
were all monopolies. Adam and Eve had 
a monopolyéupon the Garden of Eden and 
would have had it unto this day, no doubt, 
had not Mother Eve got squeezed in the 
apple market.

A scientist who admitted that he 
did not know everything would be likely to 
find himself in a most embarrassing posi- 
tion; therefore, may he not be excused 
for considering it sheer presumption on the 
part of the astrologer to use his stars and 
planets for any other purpose than that 
for which they were so obviously intended 
by the Creator, i.e., to occupy space?

» fess to being startled when my eye caught 


the challenging item on page 35 of the 
February American Astrology, under the 
caption “This is Astrology,” and it leaves 
me puzzled to know how it came to pass the 
scrutiny and the blue pencils of the board 
of experts. 

All the basic attitudes of our lives are 
convincing recognitions of the causative 
operations of the energies encompassed in 
the term “Life,” and I venture to say that 
“Sepk” himself was at intervals aware of 
this. Analogies can be pitfalls, and one 
needs to beware of them. 

Seph’s claim is obviously not free from 
obscurity, and as is frequently the case, re- 
sort is made to “Analogy,” the wet nurse of 
abstruse contenders, with results that are 
seldom quite happy. 

There is not a thing in the Universe 
without causative value, cause and effect 
being one of the techniques of Cosmology. 
Because Old Sol neither sows nor hoes, his 
causative participation in the harvest can- 
not be denied. Setting aside the danger 
of trying to elucidate an obscure statement 
concerning a process of nature with refer- 
ence to a man-made mechanical contriv- 
ance, such as a clock, which per se indicates 
periods of duration, it must nevertheless 
be allowed that a clock which indicates the 
“dinner-hour” has a very decisive sec- 
ondary causative participation in the din- 
ner’s preparation and production. What 
would happen to our economy for instance, 
if clocks were suddenly and totally re- 
moved, and the billions of conventions 
great and small thrown in consequence 
into confusion and chaos? A great per- 
turbation of nature I ween, for we are in 
fact the most abject slaves of time, from 
which death alone can release us. 

The ipse dixit is indeed provoking, and 
one is tempted to ask if, as is claimed, the 
item in question is really “Astrology,” how 
Shall we describe the remaining one hun- 


dred and twenty-seven pages of an other- 
wise excellent publication, but exactly oppo- 
site in language and intention? 

The matters involved are too important 
to be brushed lightly aside. The causative 
influence of celestial phenomena or me- 
chanical appliances, are not extinguished 
by our freedom to put the clutch either in 
or out. Moreover, freedom of choice és 
relative; all have not the same degree or 
kind. What degree of choice has a victim 
of an earthquake, for instance? And 
again, what degree of choice had Winston 
Churchill for evading the conflicting char- 
acter of his relationships, which has 
“marsed,” and dogged, every step of his 
amazing career? Mars conjunction Jupiter 
in Libra? 

Wherever ‘freedom of choice exists it 
governs and regulates the expression of 
causative value, otherwise the fateful astro- 
logical dispositor is boss; he it is who in- 
clines, directs and dictates to the man of 
destiny. Both the causative power, and the 
use that can be made of it are in the astro- 
logical picture, and when Seph is free from 
the trap of analogy, he is a staunch ex- 
pounder of the doctrine. For instance, 
from a book of his now in front of me, I 
read: “The Sun is the prime generator of 
all mundane conditions of Life, and his 
position determines the root nature of every 
individual.” 

Listen to what he says of people of 
Churchill’s degree: “You are capable of 
being the representative of a great body 
of people, and of being the sign-manual 
of their will. If your right hand is uplifted 
for good, you will prevail. You are given 
the power to wrestle with the monster of 
the world’s production.” 

Of course he was not referring to the 
U.S.A. The book has been in my pos- 
session more than twenty years.

COMMENT: By way of answering 
your implied question relative to Causa- 
tion as a scientific principle, we take the 
liberty of quoting from a commentary by 
C. G. Jung on The Secret of the Golden 
Flower, by Richard Wilhelm.* 


*Published by Harcourt, Brace & Company, 
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“Some years ago, the then president 
of the British Anthropological Society 
asked me how I could explain the fact 
that so highly intellectual a people as 
the Chinese had produced no science. 
I replied that this must really be an 
“optical illusion,” because the Chinese 
did have a science whose “standard 
work” was the 1 Ching, but that the 
principle of this science, like so much 
.else in China, was altogether different 
from our scientific principle. 


The science of the 1 Ching is not 
based on the causality principle, but on 
a principle (hitherto unnamed because 
not met with among us) which I have 
tentatively called the synchronistic 
principle. My occupation with the psy- 
chology of unconscious processes long 
ago necessitated my looking about for 
another principle of explanation, be- 
cause the causality principle seemed to 
me inadequate to explain certain re- 
markable phenomena of the psychol- 
ogy of the unconscious. Thus I found 
that there are psychic parallelisms 
which cannot be related to each other 
causally, but which must be connected 
through another sequence of events. 
This connection seemed to me to be 
essentially provided in the fact of the 
relative simultaneity, therefore the ex- 
pression “synchronistic.” It seems in- 
deed, as though time, far from being 
an abstraction, is a concrete continuum 
which contains qualities or basic con- 
ditions manifesting themselves simul- 
taneously in various places in a way 
not to be explained by causal parallel- 
isms, as, for example, in case of the 
coincident appearance of identical 
thoughts, symbols, or psychic condi- 
tions. Another example would be 
the simultaneity of Chinese and 
European periods of style, a fact 
pointed out by Wilhelm. They could 
never have been causally related to 
one another. Astrology would be a 
large scale example of synchronism, if 
it had at its disposal thoroughly tested 
findings. But at least there are some 
facts adequately tested and fortified 
by a wealth of statistics which make 


the astrological problem seem worthy 


of philosophical investigation. (It is 4 


assured of recognition from psychol. 
ogy, without further restrictions, be. 
cause astrology represents the summa. 
tion of all the psychological knopl. 
edge of antiquity.) 

The fact that it is possible to con- 
struct, in adequate fashion, a person’s 
character from the data of his nativity, 
shows the relative validity of astroi- 
ogy. But the birth never depends on 
the actual astronomical constellations, 
but upon an arbitrary, purely concept- 
ual time-system, because by reason of 
the precession of the equinoxes, the 
spring point has long ago passed on be- 
yond zero degree Aries. In so far as 
there are any really correct astrological 
deductions, they are not due to the 
effects of the constellations, but to 
our hypothetical time-characters. In 
other words whatever is born or done 
this moment of time, has the qualities 
of this moment of time. 


COMET WHIPPLE, NO. 2

Right now it’s about 55,000,000 miles 
away. It will get closest to the earth on 
January 26th.*

CRITICISM

Before going into the subject of 
this letter—constructive criticism—I 
want to say I have been a student of 
astrology since 1936. That year I 
first ran across AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
Macazine. | have followed it since 
then from whatever place on the globe 
I’ve been. A time or two you ~have 
published a letter of comment by me. 
Nearly always you have been reason- 
ably clear and definite, but— 

Of late I have bogged down in your 
articles and magazine’s features in 
general. Offhand there seems too 
much hypothetical nebulosity or meta- 
physical double-talk or extra long 
sentences. In your September issue 
it was easy to find sentences of 24 to 


62 words. Count ’em yourself. Maybe 
you are getting too darned technical. 
One of the most effective, most de- 
scriptive and most remembered sen- 
tences of all literature contains— 
two words!* 

What I’m saying is this: even with 
six years’ experience in natal and 
horary chart erection and reading, I 
wish you “experts” would write down 
a bit more. Even though I was able 
to “prophesy” to a Hawaiian that 
the Philippines would be lost and 
Honolulu’ bombed, I don’t give a 
whoop about the pro or con of “con- 
verse directions by oblique ascen- 
sion!” Not right now. 

I believe in astrology for the mil- 
lions. So few people can set up even 
a chart! Do you know that? 

Why scare off possible interest with 
upper-bracket astrological gymnastics 
and air-springs? My interest (and 
others I know) is more. If natal 
planets mutually receptive act as if 
by conjunction, do they also do so 
when a transit is mutually receptive 
to a natal? So few people even know 
the fundamentals of astrology. 

Not that I condemn advanced study 
of the by-path intricacies, ‘but please 
tie it in with something we run-of- 
the-mill students know. Will you?

COMMENT: We sympathize with you 
and with the many others who no doubt 
likewise find the more technical phases of 
astrology somewhat irritating at times. 
However, we must bear in mind there are 
also some who find this approach helpful 
and interesting. Furthermore, you must 
realize that it is difficult to answer critics of 
astrology, particularly those critics who as- 
pire to be scientific (not to say logical) 
without becoming technical. Of course, 
one might answer such critics in fewer 
words than we do (I cannot say that I 
could do it in two words—(/ might manage 
it in three), but that would not solve many 
problems.

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With reference to planets in mutual 
reception, I would not be inclined to con- 
sider such positions as tantamount to a 
conjunction, although much depends upon 
the planets involved. Certain planets are 
known to act as antidotes for each other: 
for instance, Mars and the Moon. There- 
fore, if we find the Moon in Aries and 
Mars in Cancer, perhaps it might be per- 
missible to read this configuration as some- 
what similar to a conjunction, since the 
two planets complement each other. As a 
matter of fact, one can read a planet in 
any sign as indicating tendencies similar 
to those which would prevail if that planet 
were in conjunction with the ruler of that 
sign. The same would apply to house 
positions.

London, Sept. 3—Great Britain and 
France, allies in the World War, went to 
war against Germany again today, 25 years 
later. Britain declared war at 11:15 A.M. 
(6:15 A.M. New York Time), 15 minutes 
after expiration of an ultimatum to Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler that he answer a demand that 
his’ invading armies be withdrawn from 
Polish soil.

Hitler . . . was silent also to France’s 
ultimatum, giving him until 5 P.M. (noon 
in New York). Then France declared war, 
six hours after Britain.

“He asked if he was in a position to give 
a satisfactory reply to the communication 
of Sept. 1. Monsieur Ribbentrop replied 
negatively.” 

“As a result,” the communique said, 
“Monsieur Coulondre, after recalling for 
the last time the heavy responsibility as- 
sumed by the Reich in engaging in hostili- 
ties against Poland without a declaration 
of war, and by not replying to suggestions 
of the French and British Governments, 
made known that the French Government, 
starting today, Sept. 3, at 7 P.M. (2 P.M. 
New York time), would be under obligation 
to fulfill engagements contracted toward 
Poland and which are known to the German 
Government.”

Bloody Sunday 
April 6, 1941 


It was about four-thirty a.m. (Bel- 
grade)* as I remember it when Brock and I 
heard Ribbentrop begin to bellow over the 
radio. You couldn’t mistake that voice. 
Neither of us could make out very well ex- 
actly what he was saying, and so I phoned 
Max Merzljak. Max was our permanent 
Yugoslav correspondent. If I could wake 
him up he could listen over his radio and 
translate for us. But Max wasn’t asleep. 
He answered as soon as his phone started 
ringing. I could hear his radio blaring 
away. Max could hardly talk, he was 
so excited. It was hard to hear what he 
was trying to stammer. He spoke English 
rather ‘badly, anyway, and Ribbentrop’s 
voice over his radio, and ours, too, made 
an awful noise. What I understood him 
to be repeating, over and over again, 
louder and louder each time, sounded like:

War, I tell you. Hitler says it. Hitler tells 


| his army to march. Ribbentrop reads the 


orders. They march against Yugoslavia. 
Against Greece. I see you at the Srpski 
Kralj when I dress. Maybe one hour. 
Maybe sooner. My God, it is awful!” 


* * * 


Ribbentrop was still talking when the 
"Belgrade air-r2id sirens went off. We knew 
they meant business this time, but the rest 
of Belgrade didn’t know it. There were 
three hundred thousand people in Belgrade 
that Sunday morning. Probably not more 
than three hundred of them, and maybe 
not more than three dozen, heard the 
declaration of war from Berlin. And so 
it’s no wonder everybody woke up when 
they heard the sirens and then rolled over 
and went back to sleep again. Of course 
they thought it was just another one of 
those damned rehearsals. 


* * * 


We heard the planes before we saw 
them. At first it was just a faint drone. 
Like a swarm of bees a long way off. Then 
louder. Louder! LOUDER! Now they 
made a deep roar. Louder! Closer! There 
they are, Brock yelled. Thirty or forty 
of them! What a perfect formation! But 
why aren’t there any Yugoslav fighters up 
there heading them off? Look, they're 
coming right at us! Right at the Srpski 
Kralj! 

* * * 

All at once they broke formation. The 
leader went into a fast dive. We could 
tell about where he dropped his first 
bombs. Then the dull thuddy sound. And 
in a couple of seconds we heard the thick 
noise walls make when they fall into the 
street in pieces. 

They’ve got the government buildings 
in Zrimskoga, Brock yelled above the 
noise. Probably the Prime Minister's 
office. Or the War Office. 

Now we could see one plane, then an- 
other, then another, playing follow the 
leader. They were diving down into the 
smoke and fire set up by that first stick 
of bombs. 
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I spotted the second lot of planes while 
Brock was still watching what the first 
bunch was doing. The second three dozen 
came out of the clouds just like the first. 
Only this formation was flying lower. 
They were coming closer and closer. They 
were heading right for the Srpski Kralj, 
just like the others. But these didn’t 
swerve off. I guess Brock and I went 
through the door and out into the hall and 
down the stairs side by side. Maybe we 
weren’t exactly afraid, but I guess we both 
ran pretty fast. The lobby was packed 
with men and women. There wasn’t any 
dugout in the cellar, Yugoslavia had 
planned to stay neutral, And _ besides, 
Belgrade was going to be declared an un- 
defended city if war ever came. Only 
when it did come the bombers were over 
the city before anyone could make any 
declarations.* 

And so we stood in the lobby looking 
dumbly into each other’s faces and listen- 
ing to the God-damned roar up in the sky 
right over us. Then we heard the leader 
start his dive. I don’t think anyone 
breathed during those few seconds. We 
knew the nose of that plane was pointed 
right at our hotel roof. We could hear the 
song a plane sings to you when it dives 
down from the clouds. I kept thinking the 
plane wasn’t aiming just at the hotel but 
right at me, personally. It really was a 
relief when the bombs finally fell, Not 
that the bombs didn’t affect us too. . They 
made our insides do somersaults. But at 
least the suspense was over. The whole 
building shuddered when that first stick 
of bombs hit the roof. We could hear 
wagonloads of tiles falling into the street. 
No one screamed. No one spoke. We 
just stood riveted to the spots we had 
picked, like the book told us to, under 
arches or beams or in doorways. 

When the second bomber came roaring 
down it wasn’t so bad. Now we knew we 
could take it. After the third or fourth it 
began to get monotonous, except that I 
kept thinking the walls might fall in on 
us. I didn’t count how many planes came 
at the Srpski Kralj. There must have been 
at least ten of them. 


w&The italics are ours. 
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The last bomb landed in the street and 


' blew out the big plate-glass windows in 


the lounge. Nobody was in there, and so 
it was all right. Only when the doors 
blew off, because of the air compression, a 
man standing ten feet away got hit by 
one of them when it flew across the lobby. 
Then the planes went off to some other 
part of the city, but we all continued 
standing there right where we had been 
all the time. 


June 21, 1941 


Germany declared war against Soviet 
Russia. The proclamation, by Chancellor 
Hitler, was radioed to the people of the 
Reich and the rest of the world at 5:30 
A.M, June 22 (Berlin time) by Propa- 
ganda Minister Goebbels. —The actual 
declaration of war was issued almost simul- 
taneously by the German Foreign Minister, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop.

An official Rome announcement said: 
“The Italian government has informed the 
Soviet Ambassador that from 5:30 A.M. 
of June 22 Italy considers herself in a state 
of war against the Union of Russia Soviet 
States.” 





Pearl Harbor 
(From the World Almanac, 1942, p. 40): 


The attack on Pearl Harbor began at 
7:55 A.M., Dec. 7, Honolulu Time. The 
attack there lasted until about 9:25 A.M. 

Imperial Headquarters in Tokio an- 
nounced that a state of war existed be- 
tween Japan and the United States and 
between Japan and Great Britain. (The 
announcement, dated Tokio, Dec. 8 ay 
6 A.M., was equivalent to 4 P.M., Dec 7, 
U. S. Eastern Standard Time.) Emperor 
Hirohito’s declaration fixed the date of the 
beginning of hostilities ‘“‘as of dawn.” The 
notice was followed by a session of the 
Japanese cabinet at the residence of 
Premier-War Minister Gen. Hideki Tojo, 
after which Foreign Minister Shigenori 
Togo summoned the United States Am- 
bassador, Joseph C. Grew, and the British 
Ambassador, Sir Robert Leslie Craigie, 
and handed to Mr. Grew the Japanese 
Government’s formal reply to the note 
sent to Japan by United States Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull on Nov. 26, refus- 
ing to accede to the American demands, 
with the reasons therefor. The refusal was 
handed to Secretary of State Hull, in 
Washington, on Dec. 8, with no word to 
him that war had been declared by Japan 
and had begun.

Referring to previous correspon- 
dence re primary directions (page 23, 
August 1940 AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, 
over title Progression) of Mussolini, 
it is stated “he seems to be well pro- 
tected in so far as the eventual out- 
come is concerned—God alone knows 
why.”

It is quite in order for the Office of War 
Information to have Sun, Mercury and 
Moon conjoined in Gemini, in the Ascen-

This Sun-Venus conjunction might lead 
one to think that everything should be 
sweetness and light in so far as the Office 
of Price Administration is concerned, but 
let us not forget that Venus is not always 
as gentle and harmonious as the astrological 
text books would lead us to believe. On 
the contrary, Venus has a dictatorial streak 
that can at times be quite trying, even ty- 
rannical. For a detailed explanation of 
this little known phase of the planet of 
beauty and love (?), refer to the February 
1942 issue of American Astrology Magazine, 
page 23. 

Furthermore, we find the OPA Mercury 
and Neptune in opposition from Pisces to 
Virgo, the 12th to 6th houses respectively. 
Really! Is it any wonder that the program 
of Price Administration is lost in a maze of 
confusion? In the light (?) of this con- 
figuration we might even ask if anyone, 
even the Director himself, knows what is 
going to happen next. The house positions 
of these planets clearly indicate the disin- 
clination of the OPA to tie their price con- 
trol program in with a corresponding wage 
control. Whether they are afraid ‘of labor 
(sixth house) or whatever the reason may

It may be noted that during the latter 
part of June, the transiting Mars passed 
over the Venus and Sun in the OPA chart, 
which could very well account for the ter- 
rific lambasting this department took from 
Congress, and the worst is yet to come 
because when Mars enters Taurus on July 
Oth it will square its own place as it moves 
on to a conjunction with the OPA Saturn, 
This could very well sound the death knell 
of this bureau, although following that

In event that this does occur, 
we may expect it in August which may be 
too late because in the meantime the axe is 
suspended by the slenderest thread. 
~ To sum up the situation, we would say 
that if the OPA survives the month of 
July, it will probably get a new lease on life 
about the middle of August but in a 
radically altered form—in other words a 
new organizational set-up seems to be due, 
whatever happens.

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To astrological students, these charts 
are almost self-explanatory. 

First, let us call attention to the Japa- 
nese Occupation chart. Note the position 
of the Occupation Moon in relation to 
the United States’ Sun, Venus and Jupi- 
ter, the position of the Occupation Jupiter 
in relation to the United States’ Uranus, 
Ascendant, and Mars, and the position of 
the Occupation Venus in relation to the 
United States’ Midheaven and _ radical 
Moon. 

In the secondary chart of Occupation 
calculated for the date of the Full Moon, 
July 17, 1943, it will be agreed that the 
contacts between this (Secondary chart) 
and the Full-Moon chart of that date and 
the horoscope of General MacArthur are 
most extraordinary. Note the position of 
the full Moon of July 17th and General 
MacArthur’s Mercury with Mercury in 
the secondary chart; the Full-Moon Venus 
and General MacArthur’s Uranus conjoined 
on the M. C. of the secondary chart; also 
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the Full-Moon Uranus on the 7th cusp of 
the secondary chart. All of 
figurations pack~a terrific wallop and we

tional forces can long survive 
bombardment. 

It is difficult to say whether this full 
Moon of July 17th will mark a blitz that 
will quickly end the Japanese occupation of 
the Philippines or whether it will merely 
mark the beginning of a campaign which 
will ultimately (within a relatively short 
time) result in the ousting of the Japanese 
forces. One thing is clear—the Japanese 
forces in the Philippines are definitely on 
the spot at this time of, and immediately 
following, this Full Moon of July 1943. 

We note that on August 15th there is 
a partial lunar eclipse in 22° of Aquarius 
on the M.C. of the Occupation chart, 
which bodes ill for the powers then in 
control of the Philippines.

HOW AN OLD AIEMENT CAUSED 
DEATH OF GIACOMO MATTEOTTI 


POETIC JUSTICE 


27, 1943, page 62: 


When the story of Mussolini’s rise 
and fall comes to be written, one of 
the chief chapters will have to do with 
the murder of Giacomo Matteotti on 
June 10, 1924. That crime changed 
the history both of Italy and of the 
world; when it happened Mussolini 
had not yet dared dictatorship; when 
the curtain fell, he was supreme. 

Matteotti, 39-year-old son of a well- 
to-do landowning family, had become 
a deputy in the Roman Parliament in 
1919, and had been re-elected in 1921 
and 1924. His main interest had long 
been the organization of trade unions 
and cooperatives among the agricul- 
tural leaders of the Po Valley. _Be- 
cause of his honesty, courage and seal, 
he was regarded as the coming leader 
in the fight against Fascism. 

In. Parliament and elsewhere, he 
attacked Benito Mussolini, who had 
seized the Premiership in October, 
1922. The fact that such activities 
placed his life in jeopardy failed to 
deter him in the slightest. On May 
30, 1924, after he had made a particu- 
larly denunciatory speech in Parlia- 
ment, he remarked to a friend, “Now 
get ready to deliver my funeral ora- 
tion.” 

His premonition proved prophetic. 
Ten days later he vanished from sight. 

Witnesses sprang into the spotlight. 
Several declared they had seen five 
men seize Matteotti on the sidewalk 
in front of his home at 4:30 P.M., 
June 10, 1924. Matteotti had been 
thrown to the pavement, beaten about 
the head, then pushed into a waiting 
car. Others had seen the car speeding 
along the Tiber, hours later, honking 
incessantly. The honking, it developed, 
was to drown out the victim’s screams. 


Nevertheless the case had the effect 
of propelling Mussolini into his dic- 
tatorship. Later, because of his un- 
challengeable power, he was able to 
launch his country upon her unjfor- 
tunate career of conquest, climaxed by 
the invasion of prostrate France on 
June 10, 1940. Possibly there is 
some astrological significance in the 
fact that the invasion occurred 16 
years to the very day after the killing 
of Matteotti.

As a constant reader of American 
Astrology and one who has always 
admired the standard maintained by 
this magazine, it is with reluctance 
that I make the following inquiry. 

Why do you insist on trying to 
foister a pet theory (the Mother's 
Birthdate), a theory without fact or 
proof to support it, onto your reading 
public? In past issues of the maga- 
zine you have definitely stated that it 
was not a birth chart and not to be 
considered as such, and yet in your 
correspondence with Nepses, January 
issue, Many Things Department, the 
implication is that it is. If it not a 
birth chart, what is it and its value? 
I have applied this theory to cases 
without number where the hour of 
birth was known to the second and 
have yet to find any worth or justifi- 
cation for its use. If it is of no value 
where the time of birth is known, why 
should we be asked to apply %t in 
cases where the time is not known? 


Bewildered. 


ANSWER: Please let me correct you 
in your assumption that this is a pet theory. 
The only pets I have are Boston Terriers. 
I don’t make pets of theories because 
I have seen too many theories exploded by 
facts and there is nothing more tragic. 

In so far as this particular method is 
concerned, as I have so frequently stated, 
it has stood the test of time and has proved 
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its reliability in ways and to a degree that 
cannot be ignored. Yet, as I have also so 
frequently stated, | admit that in its 
present form it is iar from perfect. 

I believe there is a law which governs 
the birth of children to parents of given 
birthdates but must admit that as yet I 
have not been able to discover the mathe- 
matical link in so far as the father is 
concerned, and without that the connec- 
tion of the child’s chart with the mother’s 
birthdate must remain largely hypothetical 
and our only test is, of course, its value in 
actual practice, and as previously stated, 
it has proved itself to a remarkable extent 
thus far. (Count the words in that one, 
Mr, Roper.) 

There is one phrase in your letter which 
leads me to believe that you have made 
the same mistake that is made by all who 
attempt to test this theory, that is, you 
have checked it by the birth hour, and I 
have repeatedly stated that this is not a 
natal horoscope—it is a radical chart. 
There is a vast difference between the two, 
and in regard to the latter, I might say that 
in this particular instance the obvious in- 
ference seems to be that by this method 
we arrive at a sort of hereditary house 
pattern, but it cannot be too much empha- 
sized that we do not assert that a chart 
calculated by this method will necessarily 
bear any resemblance to the chart of the 
hour of birth known, given or assumed. 

I might explain that I was led to in- 
vestigate this method because of the well- 
known fact that birth hours are so often 
only assumed and rarely known with any 
reasonable degree of accuracy. If you 
have ever practised astrology to any extent, 
you must surely have felt that disagreeable 
sense of futility in reading a horoscope 
wherein you have no assurance that the 
birth hour is accurate or even approxi- 
mately correct. 

Of course, various methods of rectifica- 
tion can be used, but these are all based 
on the assumed birth hour and so really do 
nothing more than push the problem a 
little more into the background, and the 
best that can be said for any of the com- 
monly used methods of rectification is that 
the results must in the end, to a great 
extent, be approximate. 


This problem has been discussed many, 
many times in the pages of American 
Astrology Magazine, and if you should 
happen to be interested, we can give you 
the issue and page references, but if you 
have been a constant reader, then you 
must already be familiar with these refer- 
ences,

that I have read everything written on 
the subject since its introduction in 
your magazine, I realize, as you state 
in your letter, that you have tried to 
make it plain in the past that a chart 
erected according to this system was 
not to be considered a birth or natal 
chart, However, unless my senses belie 
me, on several occasions, whether in- 
tentional or not, you have implied as 
much, particularly in your correspon- 
dence with Nepses in the January 
issue of American Astrology. 

Again, if we do not get a natal chart 
through this method of calculation and 
can not read it as such, what value 
(in its present incomplete form) has 
it over, or in what way does it even 
equal, a solar or equilibrium chart?

ANSWER: In answer to your question 
as to what the value of this (radical) chart 
may be. It is our contention that by this 
method we are in a position to determine 
the hereditary psychological pattern of the 
child. Since it is determined by the focus 
of consciousness (Moon) of the mother at 
the time of the child’s birth and also since 
it is agreed among astrologers that the 
house positions of the planets are directly 
related to environmental conditions, it may 
be reasonably assumed that by this method 
we derive an astrological pattern which 
reveals what should be the most construc- 
tive and progressive environment for the 
child.

It will be observed that this 78th Con- 
gress is, and has been, manifesting an in- 
tensity of purpose that is in sharp contrast 
to the apparent indifference to the desires 
of the people that was so pronounced dur- 
ing the previous congressional terms. 

On November 3, 1942, the people of the 
United States expressed their disapproval 
of this apparent indifference to their wishes 
manifested by the previous Congress in no 
uncertain terms and by implication in- 
structed their new representatives to see to 
it that they were represented in a proper 
constitutional manner. After all a private 
citizen has small chance of being heard or 
- of expressing his disapproval of the activi- 
ties of his government except through his 
congressional representative. The mem- 
bers of Congress are the spokesmen for the 
people. It is their constitutional duty to 
express the will of the people in so far as 
the legislative branch of the Government is 
concerned and, as previously pointed out, 
this 78th Congress has not been lacking in 
powers of expression. 

As is usual in all charts of this period, 
and particularly for 1943, Neptune domi-

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nates* this Congressional chart by reason of ~ 
its rulership of the ascendant (the general © 
public) and its angular position in a sey- 
enth house, which represents the people of 
the Nation (or the public) as the social 
unit, 

The seventh house properly indicates 
the national consciousness as a homogene- 
ous unit as distinct from the general public 
in a heterogeneous sense. By the same 
token, therefore, it is the department of a 
chart to which we look for indications of 
congressional attitude, representation and 
activities. Here we find the ruler of the 
people (Neptune) in the house indicative 
of Congress, which simply means that the 
people are dominating congressional ac- 
tivity or, to put it another way, Congress is 
trying to do what it sincerely believes the 
people want done. We might go so far as 
to say that it is im fact doing it, although 
with Neptune dominating the public con- 
sciousness, we think that our congressional 
leaders will need to be more than ordinarily 
astute (if not psychic) at times in order to 
properly interpret the will of the people. 
Anyway, this chart says they are really 
“in there pitching” and that is something to 
be grateful for. 

Furthermore, this Neptune forms one 
apex of a grand trine involving the seventh, 
eleventh and third houses. The third house 
is the house of public opinion, mass psy- 
chology and the mental attitude of the 
average man in the street. It also has to 
do with the press, and freedom of speech 
and assembly—which are, of course, funda- 
mental in the American constitution. 

The eleventh house indicates the funds 
at the disposal of the Chief Executive, 
otherwise government expenditures. We 
make a distinction here between govern- 
mental or administrative expenses and the 
National Treasury, which is properly ruled 
by the 8th house, the second from the 7th. 
In the light of events since January of this 
year, it is not difficult to see why this Con- 
gressional chart may be valid, why this par- 
ticular Congress is so much interested in

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those two functions of government or 
constitutional guarantees, i. e., freedom of 
speech, freedom of assembly, and why 
they are keeping such a close eye upon the 
National Budget. 

The grand trine in itself probably ex- 
plains why they are faced with the monu- 
mental task of budgeting billions rather 
than millions of dollars because grand trines 
always tend to do things on a grand scale, 
whether from necessity or from choice. 
But of one thing we may be certain—any 
money that is spent will be spent with 
congressional approval, not merely by ad- 
ministrative edict. 

It is interesting to check the movement 
of Neptune, the ruler of this chart, with 
developments in the tax situation. It will 
be noted that at the time the 78th Con- 
gress officially convened, Neptune was 


retrograde in the early degrees of Libra. 
Those who have watched the progress of 
tax legislation during the past six months 
will be impressed with the fact that during 
the period that Neptune was retrograde, 
Congress seemed to be unable to do very 


much about the tax and financial situa- 
tion in general. For the most part the 
members marked time when they were 
not backtracking. Early in April, they 
sent the “Pay-As-You-Go” tax plan back to 
the Ways and Means Committee where it 
was received with open arms and with the 
pronouncement by Chairman Doughton 
that, so far as he was concerned, it could 
stay there. Almost immediately the House 
leaders of both parties contested his right to 
bury the bill and immediately set about to 
haul it out of the Committee again on some 
compromise plan. Neptune retrograded 
back into Virgo (changed signs) on April 
17th. In the New York Times of that date 
we find the following headlines on the first 
page: 
(1) President Loses Right to De- 
valuate the Dollar by Vote in the 
Senate. 


Both Parties Seek Tax Compro- 
mise in New House Step. 


In the New York Times, April 18, 1943, 
(the New York Times being a morning

paper, naturally reports events of the pre- 
vious day) we find the following head- 
lines: 

(1) House Group Nears Tax Bill De- 

cision in Special Session. 

In other words Congress convened on 
Sunday in special session to consider this 
tax legislation. Neptune turned direct on 
June 10th. Whereupon, early in June, after 
five months of debate, Congress finally 
passed the “Pay-As-You-Go” tax bill (now 
in effect) and the President signed the 
bill making it the law precisely on June 
10th. 

Neptune will re-enter Libra by direct 
motion August 2nd and relative to this 
transit, all we can say is that if you think 
Congress is rebellious now, wait until they 
really go to work after Neptune re-enters 
Libra. The grand trine will then be in 
full effect—from Neptune to Mercury to 
Uranus and Saturn in the seventh, eleventh 
and third houses respectively. We may ex- 
pect many lame ducks to become quite 
crippled as a result of this whirlwind and 
it would be quite in order for some govy- 
ernmental bureaus to go overboard alto- 
gether. The O. W. 1. would seem to be 
in for some drastic revision, although we 
think this unhappy brain-child of the Ad- 
ministration really passed its worst crisis 
early in June. It is the O, P. A. that ap- 
pears to be due for a trip through the 
wringer. In any case, the final test for both 
bureaus appears to be due in July, and 
even if they survive, they will probably 
be placed under the strict supervision and 
control of Congress which is not likely to 
be inclined to be any more liberal with 
funds than in the past or than may be 
necessary. 

Jupiter (retrograde), ruler of the Mid- 
heaven (hence significator of the Adminis- 
tration and Chief Executive, also the 
National Credit), in opposition to the Moon 
(planetary ruler of public consciousness) 
and the Sun, ruler of the sixth house 
(labor element, i. e., those who comprise 
membership in labor unions) turned direct 
March 11th. 

In the New York Times for March 12th, 
you will find the following headlines: 
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Lend-Lease Renewed for a Third Year 

Operators Reject Demands by Lewis 

Congress at Odds on Security Plan; 
Action is Doubtful 

13 Billions Goal for April Loans Set by 
Treasury 

OPA Will Set up Appeals Court to 
Hear Consumers’ Complaints 


Jupiter will enter Leo on June 30th, at 
which time it will be opposing the Con- 
gressional Mercury, ruler of the third house 
(public opinion). It looks as if Labor and 
the Administration are due to “kiss and 
make up” under this configuration despite 
frowns of disapproval from the general 
public and criticism from the press. 

Mars in the Congressional chart is in 
the department governing foreign relations 
and international diplomacy (“Power Poli- 
tics,” if you like). 

On January 26th Mars crossed the Mid- 
heaven (ruling the Chief Executive) and 
changed signs, entering Capricorn. On that 
day the announcement of the Casablanca 
conference was made. In the New York 
Times for January 27th we find this perti- 
nent headline, to wit: 

Roosevelt, Churchill Map 1943 War 

Strategy at Ten-Day Conference Held 

in Casablanca ; Giraud and De Gaulle, 

Present, Agree on Aims 

Certainly, an event of the nature that 
one would expect from a Mars transit over 
the Midheaven. 

On March 8th Mars entered Aquarius 
and, of course, thereby was brought into 
conjunction with the Congressional Mer- 
cury—so Standley, Ambassador to Rus- 
sia, decided to speak his mind relative to 
our Lend-Lease aid to Russia and tempo- 
rarily, at least, stirred up quite a hornets’ 
nest but happily with the final result of 
clearing the air considerably. Furthermore, 
the Ruml Plan lost by a 15 to 9 vote. 

Mars entered Pisces on April 17th. It 
will be noted we previously mentioned this 
as the date when Veptune retrograded back 
into Virgo (the Congressional descendent) , 
bringing these two planets into opposing 
signs on the very day that both changed 
signs, the actual opposition being formed 
on May 26th, practically coincident with 
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the Mars transit into Aries, which will be 
dealt with later. 
In the New York Times for April 17th, 
we find the following headlines: 
Congress Votes $26,100,000 for a Land 
Army 
War Man Power Commissioner Mc- 
Nutt Freezes 27,000,000 Workers 
in War Jobs—Pay Order Drastic— 
W. M. C. Bars Wage Rise if Man 
Quits an Essential Job for Another. 


These events, of course, are just what 
one would expect from an opposition be- 
tween Mars, planet of action, work, labor, 
etc., and Neptune, symbol of mass psychol- 
ogy. 

On May 27th Mars entered Aries (after 
opposing Neptune on May 26th, as noted 
above). We are informed by the New 
York Times of May 28th that on the 27th 
the Senate voted a drastic curb on the Na- 
tional Planning Board, which is quite in 
keeping with Mars, originally in the de- 
partment of international relationships, 
coming from the opposition of Neptune 
(ruler of the people) in the 7th (Congress) 
and changing signs in the department 
covering domestic conditions directly affect- 
ing the people whom our New Deal philos- 
ophers are so prone to refer to as “The 
Common Man.” 

On July 7th Mars will enter Taurus 
near the cusp of the second house (the 
spending power of the nation) and square 
the Congressional Mercury in the depart- 
ment of government expenditures, which 
may mean that Congress could be “caught 
off base” in their economic program and find 
itself out on a financial limb. This could 
indicate a great increase in the spending 
power of the people or an excessive increase 
in the living costs of the nation. However, 
when Mars trines the Congressional Sun 
and Moon (July 30th to August 2nd) and 
later enters Gemini to conjoin the Con- 
gressional Saturn and Uranus, the situation 
will no doubt be brought under control— 
and to the satisfaction of all concerned. It 
should be noted here that transiting Venus 
in Virgo will be forming the trine aspect to 
the Congressional Sun and Moon (July 
28th to 31st) at the time Mars trines these 
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planets from Taurus, and that Venus retro- 
grade will repeat the trines from August 
29th to Sept. 2nd, when Mars will be within 
orb of the conjunction to the Congressional 
Saturn. 

Finally, while we are on the subject of 
politics we might as well make an appraisal 
of the Presidential possibilities of 1944. 

In November, 1944, Jupiter, ruler of the 
Midheaven’ (Administration and Chief 
Executive) will be in transit through 
Virgo in the sixth house of the Congres- 
sional chart and on the day of the election, 
November 7th, will be closely approaching 
the seventh cusp, also Roosevelt’s natal 
Uranus and Ascendant. 

This may be taken as indicating that 
President Roosevelt will probably capture 
the Labor vote. How much good it will 
do him remains to be seen. It could also 
indicate that by election time he and Con- 
gress may come very close to an agreement 
on major*domestic policies and finally that 
the general public will be much inclined to 
vote for President Roosevelt if he is a can- 
didate for a fourth term. We would go so 
far as to say that barring the advent of a 
Republican “dark horse,” who has not yet 
appeared on the political horizon as a 
potential candidate, the only way President 
Roosevelt’s re-election for a fourth term 
could be avoided would be by the refusal 
of the Democratic Party to accept him as 
a candidate. 

In so far as the Republicans are con- 
cerned, Governor Bricker would be a polit- 
ically weak candidate. The same goes for 
Senator Taft, Senator Stassen and Wendell 
Willkie.* Senator Vanderberg could come 
close: in fact, he might even get under the 
wire first “by a whisker” if the political 
weather happens to be favorable. Gover- 
nor Dewey could probably win in a walk 
on his record alone, but he is unlikely 
to be a candidate. He has consistently 
and emphatically stated that he will not 
accept the nomination and Governor Dewey 
has given many evidences of a character

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unique among politicians, i. e., he is a man 3 
of his word and has a will that cannot be — 
easily bent, much less broken, There are 


many others like him, of course, but would 7 


anyone say that an attitude ef political 
expediency is not much more common? 
There is one other man who should be’ 
able to win easily for the Republican Party 
and would probably accept the nomination 
but the Party so far has not given any 
indication of wanting him. We refer to 
Senator Styles Bridges of New Hampshire.

FORTUNE-TELLERS 


According to a Stockholm dispatch, 
Nazi authorities are alarmed by the 
deteriorating effect of the fortune- 
tellers upon national morale. Two 
prophets have been sentenced to jail 
and hard labor. Berlin is the center 
of these forecasters. They thrive in 
Spite of attempts to put them out of 
business. In the Spring of 1934 the 
police president of Berlin issued an 
order to the effect that after May 1 
astrologists, chiromancers, soothsay- 
ers, the whole tribe of seers for revenue 
only, would be rounded up and put 
in the clink. 

In 1940 these readers of the stars 
were upsetting German morale again 
by their astrological calendars and 
yearbooks. Such “foolish supersti- 
tions” were not for privileged and 
heaven descended Aryans.

The Department of Foreign Affairs was 
created by Act of Congress on July 27, 1789 
and the name changed to Department of 
State on September 15th. The chart is 
revealing, to say the least. From one 
standpoint, Mercury in the solar 12th 
house of secret affairs, in trine to Saturn, 
would seem to be an ideal configuration 
for “smooth” diplomacy, but with Mer- 
cury square the Moon-Neptune conjunction 
in the third house of communications in 
the sign of diplomacy, it is possible that 
the Department itself doesn’t always quite 
know where it is going and it would also 
account for the accusation that no clear- 
gut policy on foreign affairs exists. The 
Grand Air Trine, with the Moon involved, 
could “‘out-diplomat” itself (but nicely, 
with Venus sextile both the Libra and 
Gemini planets); fortunately, Jupiter con- 
junct the Sun (as with the War Depart- 
ment and the nation’s chart) and sextile 
the Moon acts as a protective agent, so that 
the department can be depended on to 
come out “right” in the end. The War 
Department and State Department, created 
within a fortnight of each other, both have 
Uranus conjunct the Sun in Leo; this is a 
cock-sure configuration, bent on having its 
own way, and it is possible that each de- 
partment could insist on its own policy, 
regardless of the other, should a disagree- 
ment arise,—so it’s just as well under the 
circumstances that each has the saving 
Sun-Jupiter conjunction.

“The origin of the Coast Guard dates 
from August 4, 1790, when there was 
created by Act of Congress what was known 
as the Revenue-Marine and later the 
Revenue-Cutter Service.”* It is interesting 
to note that in this chart also Mars is in 
afflicting aspect (opposition) to Saturn— 
and that here too Saturn occupies the Solar 
eighth house and is square Venus in the 
eleventh. It’s not too hard to see why 
these U. S. services have been kept down 
o “defensive strength.”

The Army Air Corps was born August 
2, 1909. “This is the birthday accepted 
by the Army itself, for on that day, after a 
long period of tests and several discourag- 
ing accidents, the board appointed to con- 
sider purchase of the Wright plane which 
was the only one to meet specifications, 
recommended the purchase, and on the 
same day the Chief Signal Officer approved 
4,9" 

The Air Corps chart fares better from a 
financial standpoint, since Mars occupies 
the solar eighth, trine the Sun in Leo and 
a strongly aspected Jupiter is found in 
the solar second. 

* . . 

On August 15, 1914, another link in the 
defensive armor of the United States was 
forged. On this day the Panama Canal 
was finally opened and the little steamer 
Ancon made the first complete passage 
through the Canal. This chart is tied so 
intimately with our national chart that 
the contacts are worth noting, Jupiter on 
our Mid Heaven and Moon, the Moon on 
our Uranus and Ascendant, and Saturn 
on our Mars. The Jupiter contact vindi- 
cates the great expenditure of time, life 
and money spent on the undertaking (not 
so great in present day figures! ).

It is as well, also, to point out in passing 7 
that in studying our friends’ idiosyncrasies 
by the light of this chart it is as well to 
make sure at first that we do really know 
them. Modern life makes for a superficial 
hard surface which is partly defensive, 
and partly due to the rush and scurry of 
daily existence, and the lack of any leisure 
time in which to expand. This is an age 
of soul make-ups, as well as of facial, and 
few people have time to be themselves. It 
is useless to try to apply the tests men- 
tioned to those of our fellow-beings only 
met in Tube trains, on electric elevators, 
at restaurants or dances, since they will 
all be wearing a protective (soul) mask.

PLANETARY POSITIONS, GREENWICH NOON 
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Astro-Physics and Astrology 


Part VII 


A ics checking on many of the pub- 
licized horoscopes and mundane charts, said 
to be based on True Local Time, and after 
visiting several astrological schools which 


evidently confuse T.L.T. (True Local 
Time) with corrected L.M.T. (Local Mean 
Time) in working out birth, horary and 
mundane maps on the blackboard, a rather 
wide-spread misconception appears to pre- 
vail as to what constitutes True Local 
Time. This is perhaps largely due to a 
statement in Raphael’s ephemeris some 
years ago that was accepted by some text- 
books without verification, that because 
Standard Mean Time has now been 
adopted over nearly all the civilized world, 
and the ephemerides are all calculated for 
Mean Time, there is no need for correc- 
tion by the Equation of Time interval. 
This is a fallacy, however, and a source 
of trouble and error, especially in the 
progressed horoscope, as will be shown 
later. If one pays little attention to get- 
ting correct house cusps and merely wants 
the approximate planetary house positions 
for snap-judgment of the chart, a map so 
calculated is perhaps close enough for the 
student who wants to use the minimum 
mathematical effort. These are the mathe- 
matics, however, that lead investigating 
scientifically minded persons to conclude 
logically that chart judgments must be 
equally at fault, even tho actually based on 
“alleged” astrological principles, since the 
art is supposed to be founded on one of 
the most rigid and accurate sciences— 
astronomical mathematics—and the re- 
sults must be wrong if the foundation is 
incorrectly laid. And if we are to interest 
scientists in the phenomena of celestial 
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energies as affecting humans, we must at 
least have our fundamental basis accurate, 
whether our judgments of developments 
are rational and correct or- not. 

It is when we come, however, to the 
feature of the art that is probably most 
often sought—that of probable future in- 
fluences, conditions and events in the life— 
that we find in the erroneous time mathe- 
matics that are in quite general use, a 
source of much of the dissatisfaction and a 
large percentage of failure of fulfilment. 
It is largely because of this faulty calcula- 
tion of the birth chart, involving the pro- 
gressed map of course, and the consequent 
incorrect dating of culminating arcs or 
aspects, that many authors of textbooks, 
students and public astrologers have en- 
tirely discarded house cusp progression of 
the horoscope; it caused them to doubt 
the possibility of accurate results by astrol- 
ogy, because of the lack of uniformity and 
apparent unreliability of any of the current 
systems, even though the general principle 
of such forecasting is a recognized fact. 
The majority of public astrologers probably 
do not have the time, even where they have 
the training, ability and desire to eliminate 
defects in the art, to devote to the solving 
of the problems. This has led to numerous 
attempts to substitute “symbolic direc- 
tions” of one degree a year per planet or 
cusp, which has no analogy in nature, and 
various other “easy” ways, in an effort to 
obtain a relatively large number of selec- 
tive and elastic approximations, which 
some of the systems yield. 

The following example is for a day when 
the equation of time is near the maximum 
plus variation of apparent or true sun time 
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from mean time, and therefore near the 
extreme error possible in dating of arc cul- 
minations for specific events, but the prin- 
ciple applies in less degree te any part of 
the year. It will well illustrate the need 
for proper calculation of True Local Time 
in any chart. It has been chosen so as 
to eliminate the need for many references 
to seconds of arc or time, these being 
omitted where not essential to elucidating 
the problem, though necessary in regular 
work. 

As most astrologers know, the earth 
moves around the sun in an elliptical orbit, 
not in a true circle, and the sun is not 
centralized in this ellipse but is situated in 
one of the foci, or off center. The 2nd 
theorem of Kepler’s three fundamental laws 
of astronomy, referring to elliptical orbits, 
states: That the radius vector of each 
planet describes equal areas in equal times; 
which means that a line from the sun to 
the earth will pass over equal areas of 
Space between the sun and the earth (not 
equal lengths of the circumference of the 
ellipse) in any two equal lengths of time. 
Because of this, at certain periods of the 
year when it is nearer to the sun, our earth 
moves faster than the average rate along 
the circumference of the elliptical orbit in 
order to cover the same area, and slower 
that the average or mean rate at certain 
others, and thus we have varying lengths of 
days. With the development of the ma- 
chine age and wider travel, it became in- 
creasingly inconvenient to adjust time 
pieces to these variations of the daily solar 
zenith culminations, so horologists, astrono- 
mers and navigators have agreed to use an 
artificial average or “mean” length of the 
solar days of the year, from which we get 
our “mean time” for clocks, ephemerides 
and other purposes. 

But while clock or standard mean time 
is used almost universally now to record 
birth and other important times, the horo- 
scope, being a chart of the celestial ener- 
gies that are intensified at any given 
moment and place on the earth, is, or 
should be, based on the true or apparent 
solar moment, not on an average or mean 
moment, and so requires a correction on 
all but four days of the year, when the rate 
of earth motion is the same as the average 
rate for the year. 


To illustrate the importance of Equi 
tion of Time in the progressed horoscop 
especially, for the sake of minimum calem 
lation (seconds being omitted except where 
essential), we will use a birth taking: 
place at clock or mean noon, EST, on Octo® 
ber 27, 1943, at Philadelphia, Pennsyky 
vania. According to Raphael’s statement: 
and elsewhere, since the ephemeris is cake” 
culated for mean time and the birth at 
Philadelphia—or any other alleged civilizéd 
place—is clocked by mean’ time, no cor 
rection is necessary. 

On the selected date we find that the 
sun will come to the midheaven, true solar 
noon, almost exactly 16 minutes before 
standard time or clock noon. Or to put it 
the other way, if the clock was exactly 
noon at the time of birth, the true solar 
time of birth was 12:16 p.m., instead of 
12:00 m. as recorded. If we were using a 
Greenwich noon ephemeris we would of 
course have to make the usual correction of 
10 seconds hourly, or 50” in sidereal time 
for 5 hours west, while with the American 
Astrology Ephemeris, 0 hrs. EST, for longi- 
tude 75° west, we would add the 2 minutes 
of elapsed sidereal time from midnight to 
noon. All the heavenly bodies should 
therefore be moved ahead in the horoscope 
proportionately for 16 minutes motion be- 
yond that of correct L.M.T. The moon 
on that day moves 12° 46’, or a little more 
than 8 minutes of arc in 16 minutes of 
time, which means that the true position 
of the moon in the chart is actually 17° 
08.5’ Libra, instead of 17° 00’ as commonly 
calculated. For the interpretation of a 
natal chart, this small error has no ma- 
terial significance or value, nor have small 
errors of the sun, Mercury or Venus. Ina 
progressed chart, progression of the sun to 
any aspect of the moon will actually be 
nearly two months later in culminating, 
as it has 8’ farther to go than indicated 
when unequated time is used. Mars will 
be several months later completing any 
aspect to the natal moon, Jupiter possibly 
a vear and Saturn still wider in error, the 
slower-moving planets, prolonging in this 
case any condition, should be considered 
as continuing influences in the horoscope, 
although they are often neglected to the 
detriment of the interpretative forecast. 

The greatest disparity when the equation 
of time is ignored, however, arises in the 
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ming of aspects of and to the progressed 
ind natal house cusps, and this error is 
principal cause, though not the only 

one, of a large percentage of failures of 
"fndicated cuspal, physical or environ- 
mental changes to eventuate on time. On 
the date chosen, October 27, 1943, the 
sidereal time for noon, Philadelphia is 14h. 
20m. 44s., which would be the sidereal 
time of birth without equation of time cor- 
rection for a noon birth on this date. We 
have found that the T.L.T. is 16 minutes 
later than standard noon. We therefore 
must add 16 minutes for the difference be- 
tween T.L.T. and L.M.T. noon and 2.5 
seconds sidereal time for the 16 minutes 
‘elapsed since noon, making the corrected 
sidereal time of birth 14h. 36m. 46s, in- 
stead of as given above. By the usual 
unequated method, the ephemeris sidereal 
time gives 7° 32’ 47” Scorpio on the 
10th cusp and 13° 25’ Capricorn on the 
Ascendant for the latitude of Philadelphia, 
while the equated sidereal time gives 11° 
37’ 24” Scorpio on the 10th and 17° 36’ 
Capricorn on the Ascendant. 

This would lead one to expect the 
eventuation of any progressed angle of the 
10th cusp or Ascendant to any natal planet 
to occur approximately 4 years earlier than 
the date indicated by the unequated time 
chart, because there is a shorter distance to 
complete the arc of direction. It would also 
take /onger periods, varying from weeks 
to years with the rate of motion of the 
planets, to bring progressed angles of 
planets to exact arcs of these natal cusps, 
because of longer distances to complete 
them. Because of the differences in the 
speed of the planets and of the cusps of the 
houses, an almost inextricable tangle of ap- 
propriate angles for the events of life 
occurs, that usually defies rational correla- 
tion of them, at least so far as the cusp 
angles are concerned. 

This complexity occurs especially in 
charts using the sidereal time method of 
Progressing the house cusps (sometimes 
called the progressed horoscope) and in 
unequated solar revolution and key cycle 
charts and in the timing of mundane chart 
events. The difference varies in indicated 
time of eventuation with Placidian equa- 
torial arc, right ascension solar arc and 
_ 2diacg! solar arc methods of progression, 
| but enough in any one of them to cause 


months or years of erroneous dating if the 
chart time is unequated, especially around 
the extreme periods of the year, February, 
May, July and November. For the day 
mentioned, if the child was born between 
3:00 and 4:00 p.m. during this example 
period of wide equation of time (several 
weeks) when Pisces or Aries is rising at the 
Ascendant, there will be an error there of 
7° at latitude 40° and more farther north, 
instead of 4°, adding that many years dif- 
ference in bringing a planet to complete 
angle with it, or a progressed cusp to exact 
angle with a natal planet. When the equated 
time is minus instead of plus as with the 
example, the events will be delayed the 
proportion of time instead of advanced as 
described, except with retrograde planets. 

In the few cases where the birthdate is 
just before one of the four dates of the year 
on which T.L.T. and L.M.T. coincide, the 
error will of course be only slight in a 
number of years in the progressed chart 
and its events, tending to justify any 
method used, even though wrong. The test 
comes when a series of authentic birth- 
time charts for all these four periods of 
minimum error and all the four for the 
periods of maximum error are investigated 
in any system or method of progression, 
and a careful check is made of recorded 
conditions. 

The fact that we have in astrology at 
least four systems of progressing the horo- 
scope, no two of which agree uniformly in 
probable timing of events, is an absurdity 
in an alleged “‘exact”’ art or science, which 
should be settled at any cost to custom, 
prejudice or indifference, if we are to in- 
terest scientists. Anyone familiar with 
the mathematics of progressions will readily 
see that if any one of these methods 
now used is correct—and there can be only 
one that is—whether it is one of those now 
used or one as yet to be discovered, even 
that will be misleading if the T.L.T. is 
not used for the nativity in place of L.M.T., 
with which it is often confused, and in 
other systems the imagination will have to 
be stretched to fit the events (as is often 
charged) or they will synchronize with 
true arcs occasionally by coincidence and 
not uniformly. Even if the rectification of 
the nativity is made by events and T.L.T 
taken for it, unless a correction to T.L.T. 
is also made in the progressed map each 
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year—in any day-for-a-year method—in 
order to reduce the 10th cusp to the correct 
‘minute and second, there will be increasing 
error or misfit (as is often noticed) as the 
life continues, because the equation of time 
changes daily in amount. All these details 
add but little time and effort to the com- 
putation of a chart once the principles are 
grasped, but they bring very satisfying 
results in public or private work, that are 
well worth striving for. 

Speaking of cusp angles, when they are 
correctly calculated as here indicated, the 
minor house cusp aspects, which are often 
ignored because of seeming inapplicable 
timing, furnish a remarkable key to events, 
corresponding in importance to those of 


cardinal angles, according to their text- 


book spheres in the life activities. It is 
sometimes asserted, usually because of 
confused experiences due to the faults here 
mentioned, that anyway, the events indi- 
cated by the cardinal angles are much more 
in evidence than the minor. I do not 
agree with the conclusion. In any chart 
that has a 12th house cusp come to a dis- 
ruptive angle with a heavily afflicted planet, 
the discord and .unheaval in the life is 
as severe as any of the 10th, 4th or the 
Ascendant. And the same applies in re- 
verse to the favorable aspects. There may 
not be the publicity connected with it, but 
the ultimate effect in the life is generally 
quite as pronounced as with cardinal cusps. 
And when one includes these cusps, cor- 
rectly culculated in all respects, one will 
find there will be fewer omissions made of 
important events than formerly. 
Furthermore, such experiences in cusp 
directions will bring conviction that the 
cusp’ is really the culminating point of 
the house rather than the beginning. The 
approach of the cusp to an exact angle is a 
period of formation, and it is only during 
this period that changes can be made to 
minimize or augment the developments of 
events. After the angle or aspect is com- 
plete, the effects begin to appear, even 
though the causes of the event may have 
ceased to be active. Some events, like some 
garden seeds, germinate quickly, others re- 
quire considerable time, after the incident 
that brings germination, namely the plant- 
ing of the seed! So that there seems often 
to be a delay, but if inquiry is made care- 
fully, there will usually be found to be 


unnoticed incidents around the time 
exact culmination of the arc that set thi 

in motion toward the outcome. No one can 
escape the progression of his chart, he will 
pass through the various emotional changes © 
during their cyclic periods, but how he ~ 
handles these depends on his present level © 
of evolution, his intelligence and his will- 
to-be. It is interesting to trace out in life, 
how aspects in a natal chart that are past 
show ingrained characteristics, while those 
that are applying betoken traits that are 
still in formation, and therefore are more 
readily transmuted or increased in power 
than the former. 

More attention to all the cusp aspects 
will demonstrate that aspects between the 
celestial bodies denote mainly internal 
changes in faculties and functions, although 
these will be manifested later physically 
and materially, if long continued, through 
suitable cusp aspects, unless a balance has 
been brought about before such occasions 
arrive. The cusp aspects operate princi- 
pally through physical, material or environ- 
mental situations, although here again, 
unless one has come into a certain degree 
of realization of his innate, but usually 
dormant powers, and consciously utilizes 
them in his life, there will be reactions on 
the inner faculties and functions. Fre- 
quently one needs to look far back in the 
progressed chart to find the inner plane 
beginnings of disabilities or advantages, 
which did not come into visible manifesta- 
tion until suitable cusp angles appeared. 

There are several matters connected with 
place that should be referred to in a series 
on astrophysics and astrology. If correct 
timing has been figured as suggested herein, 
it is quite possible to judge the conditions 
that may be found present in any locality 
other than the birthplace—and not merely 
that, but to progress the locality house 
cusps as profitably as in the natal map. 
Sometimes the locality map shows ad- 
vantages, which its current progression 
might make improbable for some time. The 
locality map must be figured by taking the 
number of geographic longitudinal de- 
grees of difference between the birthplace 
and the new or prospective locality, and 
converting these degrees into hours, min- 
utes and seconds of time, allowing the 
usual correction of 9.8565 seconds per hour

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W gE have studied by means of the 


Solar and the Lunar Charts the character- 
istics of that which sustains and vivifies, 
and of that which distributes and rations 
according to need the basic life-energies of 
an individual. It seems best to continue 
our exposition of this new astrological tech- 
nique (“new,” at least, in so far as the 
scope of its frame of reference is con- 
cerned) by considering what it is that the 
individual ultimately brings to the life 
around him. With the Sun and the Moon 
we touch the two basic streams of organic 
being; these streams without which there 
can be altogether no organic activity, no 
manifestation of life. Using another 
analogy, we might say that the Sun repre- 
sents the warp of the cloth of individual 
life; that the Moon symbolizes the shuttle 
and the hand which throws it across the 


_ stretched threads of the warp. That shuttle 
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carries the many colored threads of the 
weft, and these threads are the several 
planes of the astrological chart. 

There is one planet, however, which 
stands alone in many ways. It is the 
farthest from the Sun known to us. Its 
elongated orbit flings itself to the stars, 
cutting nevertheless in a manner unique 
to the solar system, the orbit of the nearest 
planet, Neptune. What should then be the 
meaning of this remote planet, not unlike 
a comet made a permanent member of our 
solar system? The answer is fairly obvious, 
but so far (to our knowledge) has not been 
given out in its most central truth. Pluto, 
in an individual’s birth-chart, is the signa- 
ture which the individual writes as a. last 
gesture to his truly original achievements, 
It is the certification of his true selfhood, 
in terms of social value; it is the indi- 
vidual’s point of greatest contribution to 
life, in general—the individual’s essential 
“seed.” 

A human being is an individual person; 
but this individual person does not live in 
a vacuum. He is born from parents and 
may in turn beget a progeny in cooperation 
with another human being—and with the 
many persons who assist those two human 
beings in rearing and educating their pro- 
geny. If the individual person creates 
works of art, or leads in social ventures, or 
thinks revealing thoughts; even if he 
merely contributes by sheer social behavior 
to the mass activities “of his collectivity 
and nation, the individual actually par- 
ticipates in the life of the “greater organ- 
ism,” humanity—somewhat as a living cell 
participates in the life of a body, but not 
literally so. 

This participation in the organic activity 
of a collective social (or at the limit, “cos- 
mic”) Whole is the mark of an individual’s 
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true selfhood. It is the signature of his 
destiny; it is his truth—or to use a Hindu 
term, his dharma. It measures the power 
and scope of his basic relatedness to the 
greater Whole of which he is a functioning 
part. And conversely it is an answer to 
the need which this greater organism has at 
the time when the individual operates 
within it. 

During every period of human history a 
basic human need dominates. This need 
is that which, for instance, brings out the 
particular “style” of the arts of the period. 
A “style” changes every generation or two. 
The change is in some way measurable by 
the cycle of Pluto. Pluto completes its 
révolution around the Sun in 247.7 years; 
thus the average stay of the planet in every 
Sign of the Zodiac is about 20 vears, which 
period is also that of the successive con- 
junctions of Saturn and Jupiter. How- 
ever, Pluto remains longer in some Signs 
than in others; and the deeper charfges 
occur seemingly as the planet enters the 
Fire Signs, or in relation to the aspects it 
makes with Neptune and Uranus—and per- 
haps even more with an as yet undiscovered 
planet. 

Thus the fact that Pluto is located in a 
particular Zodiacal Sign at the time of an 
individual’s birth simply shows the kind of 
“period style” to which the person belongs; 
or the broad collective need of the times 
for a certain kind of participation of indi- 
viduals in the social Whole. Thus most 
of the younger group of leaders in the 
world today were born while Pluto was 
in Gemini (1883 to 1913). During this 
thirty-year period the great dominant need 
of mankind was for individuals who would 
see their participation in the “work of the 
world” in terms of an avid seeking for 
knowledge, for personalized experience, 
for an extension of relationship and for a 
new type of ordering of life in a personal 

-sense. Such was the need which under- 
toned all other civilized needs of mankind; 
and that need produced men who became 
great technicians and great inventors, who 
burned with intellectual curiosity and 
played with all sorts of polar phenomena 
in search for a new factor of reconciliation 
between opposites. 

Their elders, born with Pluto in Taurus, 
were great “evolutionists;” for Taurus is 
above all the symbol of natural evolution 
and of earthly growth or transformation. 
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They were colonizers and imperialists—un- 
conscious or conscious. With Pluto in 
Gemini, we find the need for “new order” 
everywhere, for a vivid extension of human 
relationships—but not of national bound- 
aries as such. And with Pluto in Cancer, 
the generalized need for stabilization, con- 
crete demonstration of intellectual ideals 
and well-defined integration came to be 
insistent. This new need will be felt from 
now on, especially after Pluto reaches Virgo 
in 1957. 

This collective need conditions in a gen- 
eral way all attempts made by individuals 
to participate vitally and effectively in the 
work of Man-the-whole. It constitutes 
the over-all challenge of the times. But 
every individual orients himself in his own 
way toward meeting this challenge. The 
orientation established can be deduced 
from the House which Pluto occupies in 
the natal chart of the individual. 

To know this, however, is not enough. 
Ong should be able to discover how the 
basic factors—biological and psychological 
—which constitute a man’s total person- 
ality react to that will to participation in a 
greater organic Whole; how they assist or 
hinder, affect and intensify the individual's 
attempts to make his most basic contribu- 
tion to life and to society. This can be 
seen, we believe, by erecting a chart to 
study the natal Pluto factor according to 
the technique of phase-analysis which is 
being studied in these articles. 

This Pluto factor is the slowest to 
change. Every other life-factor in a per- 
sonality comes to meet it or retreats from 
it. In terms of the familiar technique of 
secondary progressions Pluto hardly 
changes its position during a normal life- 
span. It is the most stable factor in prac- 
tically any chart. The basic contribution 
of a man to life hardly changes. He only 
comes to realize more and more its char- 
acter and significance—if he ever realizes 
it at all! And therefore what counts 
most, in a detailed analysis of it, is not 
what it is—for that is relatively easy to 
ascertain—but what the rest of an indi- 
vidual’s complex nature will do about it; 
how the individual meets this basic par- 
ticipation of destiny, or perhaps how he 
shrinks and tries to escape from the con- 
frontation. The matter at stake here is 
not quite one of “exteriorization” or even 
“distribution’—as was the case in the 
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Solar and Lunar Charts. It is essentially 
one of confrontation and acceptation, then 
of integration. 

Pluto to Sun relationship: The Sun is 
the symbol of the will, purpose and self- 
hood of the total personality. It indicates 
the nature of the energy-potential which 
sustains the operations of the entire organ- 
ism. Pluto is the individual’s essential 
contribution this organism makes to life; 
thus, at the biological level, the seed—and 
socially, a man’s legacy to civilization. 
The aspect which the Sun makes to Pluto 
indicates the manner in which the in- 
dividual’s selfhood and vitality can be 
marshalled to feed that contribution. In 
Mussolini’s Pluto Chart, the Sun is in the 
sector of “expansion” and in sextile to 
Pluto. However his contribution to life 
is evaluated, the fact remains that it was 
fed expansively by his vitality and his 
will. His is a seventh House Pluto, in 
Gemini. He built a “new” kind of asso- 
ciation—even the term ‘‘Fascism” is here 
highly meaningful. He bound men into 
patterns which made their marks upon 
mankind—tragic as the mark may be! The 
United States Pluto Chart has the Sun 
in the sector of ‘overcoming,’ in distant 
opposition to Pluto. Our national contri- 
bution to the world may be deepest in 
terms of the proper utilization of resources 
and wealth of all kinds. Stalin has his 
Sun (in the Pluto Chart) in the sector of 
“fulfilment ;” he may therefore fulfil where 
others initiated. 

Pluto to Moon relationship: Here we 
can see how a person’s adjustments to 
everyday living, his feelings and his moods 
assist or hinder his deepest contribution to 
life and society. In the United States 
chart the Moon has left a conjunction with 
Pluto. The people of the country con- 
stitute the essential factor in generating the 
power needed to fulfill our national des- 
tiny. Gandhi’s Moon squares Pluto in the 
sector of “crisis in action.” He contributes 
his best to the world by adjusting himself 
to and precipitating actional crises. Hitler’s 
Moon is in the sector of “fulfilment,” his 
feelings having been constantly used as a 
means to force issues into objectivity. 
Only as he “feels” can he envision his 
destiny. 

Pluto to Mars relationship: Mars’ impet- 
uousness may drive the individual har- 
moniously to participate in the greater 


Whole in which “he lives, moves and has 
his being,” or the effort may have to be 
made through sharp conflicts. In the 
Pluto Chart for the United States Mars is 
in the sector of “overcoming of obstacles.” 
There is an extreme of activity in the 
pursuit of national achievements—partic- 
ularly in* the line of production of goods 
(second House Pluto). But as Mars makes 
no major aspect to Pluto, much of that 
activity is inherently devoid of basic mean- 
ing in terms of the nation’s essential task 
of destiny. Mussolini’s Mars “generates 
power’’—but also, negatively, brings “con- 
fusion of values” (cf. our basic table of 
meanings in last April issue) in the field of 
the Italian leader’s true contribution to 
humanity. Gandhi’s natal Mars opposes 
his Pluto. Spectacular action serves to 
bring Gandhi’s contribution to society to 
a point of cdncrete fulfilment. 

Pluto to Venus relationship: Venus seen 
in this kind of relationship with Pluto 
refers to the quality of significance, or the 
lack of significance, which accompanies’ 
and colors a man’s attempts to leave his 
mark upon his time—however faint this 
mark may be. Mussolini’s Venus brings 
expansive meaning to his Pluto. The 
aspect they form is a septile (51% de- 
grees). Large-scale responsibility is as- 
sumed and a definite compulsion of fate 
is felt by the leader. Gandhi’s Venus is 
also in opposition to Pluto; concreteness 
and objectivity are felt by him as neces- 
sary, if ideals are to be endowed with 
significance. Thus Gandhi tends consist- 
ently to dramatize his beliefs. In the 
United States’ Pluto Chart Venus is in 
the sector of “overcoming of the obstacles.” 
He who rides over difficulties while making 
his real contribution to life is seen as the 
significant man. 

Pluto to Mercury relationship: The 
type of utilization of mental faculties in 
meeting the type of confrontation which 
Pluto symbolizes can be constructive or 
destructive, sharp or vague. Where there 
is no aspect between these planets there 
tends to be diffusion of efforts in participat- 
ing in the big issues of society on an 
individual basis. F. D. Roosevelt’s Mer- 
cury makes a sharp square to Pluto, im- 
plying the focalized use of “crises im 
consciousness.” Mussolini’s Mercury is 
sextile Pluto; the mind builds expansively. 
Gandhi’s mentality is geared to the task 
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of “overcoming obstacles,” wherever his 
greatest contribution to humanity is at 


Pluto to Jupiter relationship: In order 
to be able to contribute effectively to the 
organic Whole in which the individual 
acually participates, managerial ability is 
required. In the United States“chart, the 
Manager who overcomes obstacles is the 
man of destiny. Our President’s Jupiter 
is in the sector of “sowing of seed” in his 
Pluto Chart. Perhaps he has opened the 
doors to the much-advertised “managerial 
revolution” which has begun in earnest— 
yet which need not have the meaning 
which John Burnham sees for it in his 
well-known book of the same title. Gan- 
dhi’s Jupiter is just ahead of his Pluto. 
This Jupiter being retrograde, Gandhi 
acts as the religious Reformer who “gen- 
erates power” through his efficient zeal 
for God. 

Pluto to Saturn relationship: Here we 
can see a work of destiny forming itself, 
and often becoming crystallized and set 
along patterns of ego-pride or of fanati- 
cism. Saturn is just ahead of Pluto in 
Mussolini’s chart. The Fascist leader’s 
contribution to society is heavily Saturnian 
in its reactionary meaning, in its ruthless 
methods, in its crystallized outlook. What- 
ever power is generated for Pluto (first 
sector of the Pluto Chart) is first of all 
Saturnian, then lunar and Martian—a 
harsh type of power indeed to provide fuel 
for a work of destiny! In F. D. Roose- 
velt’s Pluto Chart, Saturn appears as a 
strong power of seed-formation (eighth 
sector)—for Saturn in one of its aspects 
is the seed-gathering of all living energies 
into an ultimate reality which is a promise 
of immortality. 

Pluto to Uranus relationship: Uranus 
inspires or transforms, and it destroys the 
lesser contribution for the sake of an ever 
nobler type of participation in an ever 
vaster organic Whole. In our President’s 
chart Uranus operates toward Pluto as 
that which always tends to force “crises 
in action.” For Gandhi, Uranus is the 
inspirer and seer who seeks more expansive 
spiritual fields for its spontaneous expres- 
sion. For the British empire-builder, Cecil 
Rhodes, Uranus, just a step ahead of Pluto, 
was the driving energy which led him to 
be dissatisfied with small horizons and 
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Africa. ‘ 

Pluto to Neptune relationship: In 1892, 
Neptune and Pluto came to one of their 
important conjunctions. Neptune is the 
“universal solvent” which makes every 
Saturnian structure vanish, and which com- 
pels every set ego to be reabsorbed into 
the vast ocean of life. Neptune therefore 
universalizes, and whenever necessary dissi- 
pates, the individual’s rigidity in his ap- 
proach to the problem of contributing 
effectively to the ‘work of the world.” 
Western civilization had thought itself 
glorious and wonderful in contributing to 
the evolution of mankind its scientific ma- 
terialism and its intellectual categories. 
Neptune met Pluto, and lo! the glory 
turned to ashes. Men were born, after 
1892, who are realizing that the power 
needed for their basic contribution to life 
is a Neptunian power, dissolving away 
the crystallizations of Western cultures or 
the fossilization of Asiatic cults, opening 
doors wide for the contemplation of the 
widest horizons, revealing the greater mys- 
teries of a truly global human conscious- 
ness—as airplanes and radio opened to 
mankind the possibility to experience itself 
as a unified whole, as a sphere whose cen- 
ter is everywhere and whose boundaries 
are set only by our inability to experience 
beyond our power to imagine reality. The 
men born before the Pluto-Neptune con- 
junctions were or are, on the other hand, 
the end-products of a culture—fundamen- 
tally speaking. They are at best the 
“mothers” of the new, the dreamers of a 
New Day. 

Pluto to Moon Nodes relationship: 
When the North Node is in the first four 
sectors of the Pluto Chart, the individual’s 
contribution to life is essentially rooted in 
past performances, and action comes as the 
result of already acquired consciousness— 
individual or collective. When it is in the 
last four sectors of the Chart, the individual 
must face first of all the need for a basic 
change of consciousness before he can 
actively contribute his greatest to society. 
He builds his work of destiny by imaging 
it forth, and this “imaging forth” is the 
basic issue conditioning activity. In the 
first mentioned case the image is revealed 
in the act; the main task is one of dcor- 
poration.

I. Virgo Mercury proposes a First and 
a Tenth House influence, for in this 
asterism it activates the powers of men- 
tal discrimination, directs one’s labors, 
strengthens the judgment and furthers the 
career. 

In this cavernous sheath, the second of 
the Trigon of Earth, swift Hermes is not 
above dissembling his rapidity and wit be- 
neath the ponderous frown of the scholar 
coupled to the sententious logic of debate. 
From this rostrum Mercury proposes the 
purest dry-as-dust intellectuality, a capable, 
even an eloquent ingeniousness that all too 
frequently displays a truly scholarly apti- 
tude with, sometimes, a literary inclination 
or temperament. 

As in the case of other sciences and 
philosophies so, too, in Astrology one is 
bound to find no end of rebels, ingenious 
and plausible innovators and doctrinaires 
ever ready to tear down and otherwise 
disrupt the solid structure of centuries if 
so they can introduce some glittering 
theory or other impressive mumbo-jumbo 
of their own devising, in the fond hope of 
supplanting the hard-won knowledge of 
the ancient masters of the craft. Thus we 
have Mercury variously exalted in Aquarius 
or Scorpio, notwithstanding the fact that 
the findings of centuries prove it to be 
exalted in Virgo and in Virgo only, beyond 
any peradventure of doubt. In fact no 
other asterism of the Twelve houses Mer-

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cury to such telling purpose, intellectually 
speaking, as does this humble Sign, with 
Capricorn as second choice only. 

Where else than when it is posited in 
this handmaiden among the Signs will one 
be apt to find the perspicacity and the 
solid judgment, the subtle comprehension 
and the discriminative outlook sympto- 
matic of this planet at its best? When 
well aspected here it portrays a clear, 
logical, scientifically inclined mentality 
and one well adapted to the most orderly 
processes of thought. In fine, the mental 
dexterity within the gift of Mercury when 
well aspected in Virgo is little short of 
unusual, since people with Mercury thus 
configurated at birth are able to turn their 
minds toward the mastery of most any 
craft or science, to the mastery of 
languages as also to all and every form of 
either practical or scholarly attainment. 
The plain fact of the matter being that 
Mercury is stronger and more excellently 
placed in Virgo than anywhere else in the 
Zodiac. 

True, to have been born with one’s prime 
mental significator—the Moon and Saturn 
being the other two—set within this dusty 
sheath may possibly cause one’s mentality 
to become so all-insistent for expression as- 
to overwhelm a great many of the remain- 
ing facets of one’s character, the well- 
springs of the heart not infrequently being 
threatened with a drouth should the mind

take over or otherwise claim precedence 
over the kindly functions of the heart. 
That is the danger, and it is no less a dan- 
ger because it does not assume the fear- 
some trappings of a deliberate vice. 

If Saturn in Virgo be “reason wrung 
dry,” then Mercury in Virgo is reason stiff, 
stilted and withal insistent for expression. 
In this hilly Sign the divine Messenger 
activates the mind to a cold and disin- 
terested detachment but too apt to forget 
the sad fact that too few people are ruled 
by reason and that fewer still are the num- 
ber really motivated thereby, that all too 
often mankind is ruled by the seething 
conflict of emotions easier felt than under- 
stood. Indeed Mercury’s one Virginian 
fault is that it idealizes reason to the ex- 
clusion of all and everything else, forget- 
ting that Man, though a reasoning animal, 
is still pretty much of an animal for all 


that. 


In Virgo Mercury becomes the perfect. 
symbol of the scholar, of the hermit in the 
ivory tower, of the puzzler-out of abstrac- 
tions which may or may not be suitable 
for application to the practical affairs of 
daily life. Not that all Mercurian Vir- 
ginians are scholars, abstract thinkers, 
logicians, litterateurs, orators or even stu- 
dents of languages or of science, but that 
the inclination is noted as swerving its 
native in this direction, not to mention 
those various interests which in one way 
or another are allied thereto. 

Above all and everything Mercury when 
posited in this asterism at birth makes for 
a notable detachment from purely personal 
considerations, for a coldness and a re- 
moteness from the human emotional ele- 
ment that others without Mercury so con- 
figurated are apt to find a bit difficult to 
understand. Notwithstanding which it 
does not conduce to heartlessness, but

Z studies I have mentioned the grand con- 
| figuration of Mercury trine Saturn from 


Earth Signs. I will add that should the 
Moon cast a simultaneous sextile or trine 
to either planet or, better yet, to both, the 
native’s intellectual capacity will be prac- 
tically unlimited. And let me say here that 
there is no enjoyment in life even remotely 
to be compared to those of the mind, 
neither romance nor riches and, as regards 
to one’s opportunities for adventurous ex- 
periences, of what possible good are these 
without the mentality to thoroughly appre- 
ciate and enjoy them. No, Mercury in 
Virgo may well be considered as a sort of 
first step toward intellectual eminence, 
since it implies quickness at learning, an 
excellent memory, an aptitude toward 
handicrafts of various sorts, intellectual 
honesty and kindred mental adaptabilities, 
proficiencies and attainments, any single 
one of which would be sufficient to signalize 
its possessor as having a mind to be reck- 
oned with. 

On the other hand, being as quick to 
learn as they are to memorize, they are 
equally apt to forget and to lack the neces- 
sary concentration to retain sufficiently 
what they have learned for any great 
length of time. It is this distinctly Mer- 
curean characteristic that marks this 
sheath just as it does Gemini, for both are 
Common Signs and as such are swift in 
gleaning and their gleanings are perishable 
unless, like harvest produce—which also 
falls under the hegemony of Virgo, this 
being the Harvest Sign—they are win- 
nowed, sorted and carefully stored away. 
But as one cannot hope to retain every 
possible advantage, even from every de- 
sirable planetary vibration imaginable, one 
should therefore make the utmost out of 
what one has, no matter how regretfully 
one fails with respect to the remainder. 

Naturally the Virginian Mercury has its 
drawbacks when under the adverse vibra- 
tions of other planets from their various 
emplacements, these inclining most notably 
toward petulance, extreme criticality, in- 
tellectual intolerance, to fanaticism and 
the like emphasizations of what is at bot- 
tom an impatience at the slow mental grasp 


the stupidity of others less favored with 
respect to mind. Notwithstanding all of 
which drawbacks it is certainly undeniable 
that Virgo is the one ideal sheath for her 
Lord and Master’s tenantry than which 
all others pale beside it. 

For a woman to have Mercury so placed 
scarcely may be said to constitute an asset 
to her fémininity, since it detracts rather 
too much from her emotional sensibility, 
though again it is a question whether Mer- 
cury or Venus in this sheath at birth de- 
tracts the more therefrom. 

Still and all there is no denying the fact 
that this would be a boresome world and 
entirely colorless did all of us arrive here 
thus mentally equipped. For I cannot 
well imagine anything more boring than 
an assemblage of blue stockings and high- 
brows, from which may the good Lord 
deliver me. And, though mental riches are 
the only ones that “thieves do not break 
through and steal” and that last far into 
the “sere and yellow leaf” of life when 
about every other species of stimulation 
and enjoyment has long since lost. its 
meaning, its charm and its attraction, still 
and all Man, to paraphrase the immortal 
Jurgen, is “more than an edifice of logic 
reared by his brain.”

The Nebulae 


PART Il: Planetary Nebulae; Island Universes 


The Planetary Nebulae 


The planetary nebulae belong to the 
class of Galactic Nebulae described in the 
last issue. Compared to the diffuse nebu- 
lae, the planetaries are relatively small. 
Along with the rest of the galactic objects, 
they are part of the Milky Way. Only 
about 150 of these peculiar objects are 
known. They are sharply defined, and 
spheroidal, disc-like, helical or annular, 
with commonly a faint star in the center. 

Planetary nebulae are not related to the 
planets, but in a small telescope they re- 
semble the planets in being roundish ob- 
jects with some disc, instead of having 
star-like points. Actually, the planetary 
nebulae are vast self-luminous shells of 
gas, far larger than stars, millions of times 
as large as the planets. 

In a small telescope the planetaries are 
not impressive. Most of them are less than 
1’ in apparent diameter; the largest, the 
helical nebula in Aquarius, being 12’ x 15’, 
half a lunar diameter in extent. The 
smallest are indistinguishable in the tele- 
scope from stars, and are located by 
means of their spectra. Even if they do 
appear small, their true dimensions make 
them huge bodies, the average being about 
100,000 astronomical units or distances 
earth-to-sun, across. The nearest ones are 
1000 to 2000 light-years from the solar 
system, a light-year being 5,880,000,000,- 
000 miles. 

The type object is M 57, the famous 
Ring Nebula in Lyra, and a striking ob- 
ject. Its almost perfect smoke-ring ap- 
pearance is remarkable. In the center the 
15th-magnitude star is brought out only 
in the largest telescopes. The ring itself 
is of translucent gaseous material. Her-

schel called it one of the curiosities of the 
heavens. The central part is so dark by 
contrast that observers have said it gives 
the appearance of a hole in the nebula, © 
(See our illustration in the last issue.) 
The planetaries have a wide range of © 
luminosity, from the brightest nebular 
matter that can be found, as in NGC 7009, 
to extremely faint discs. There is often 
a complexity of detail, with rings, patches 
of light and dark material, and helical 
forms. The star in the center is bluish 
and of excessively high temperature, esti- 
mated from the color as high as 50,000° C, 
(90,000° F); in fact these are the bluest 


istars known. The star appears to give 


the nebula its light, altho the process is 
not very clear. 

Some of the planetary nebulae show 
extraordinary motion. NGC 6644 is going 
away from us at the speed of 130 miles 
per second. Internal motions too are ob- 
served, and may be explained as rotation 
about an axis. The elliptical shape of 
many suggests rotation and the latter is 
proved by the inclined spectral lines. If 
they did not rotate, the material of the 
outer part would probably fall in toward 
the central star by gravitation. Rotation 
is slow; a typical planetary would have 
a rotation period of a few thousand years. 

The ring nebulae do not appear to fol- 
low ordinary lines of stellar evolution. 
They may have had their origin in out- 
bursts of novae; for after such catas- 
trophies we often see similar envelopes 
developing and the spectroscope shows 
the nebulae expanding. The spectrum of 
the Crab Nebula shows a velocity of ex- — 


pansion of 620 miles a second. Assuming @ 


a uniform rate of this expansion of over § 
one-half an astronomical unit per day, we > 
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could put the date of the explosion of the 
“nova at roughly 1000 A.D. It is sug- 

ted that perhaps this was the nova re- 
ported by the Chinese as seen in the year 
1054. 


Extra-galactic Nebulae 


More than any other kind of object in 
the heavens, the extra-galactic nebulae 
give an indication of the profound im- 
mensities of space. These nebulae are far 
beyond the planets, even the stars we see, 
and also beyond the limits of the Milky 
Way, and they are the most distant ob- 
jects that can be seen by anyone. The 
most remote ones cannot be seen with the 
eye, even in the telescope, but are re- 
corded in the photo plate used in con- 
junction with the greatest telescopes, More 
specifically, the nearest ones are the 
Magellanic Clouds, while those most re- 
mote are the most distant objects dis- 
cerned by the largest telescopes—at a 
distance of 500,000,000 light-years. This 
latter gives the present limits of the known 
universe. 

Other terms in use for the extra-galactic 
nebulae are exterior galaxies, spiral nebu- 
lae, and more popularly island universes 
and even star cities. The nebulae here dis- 
cussed are entirely different from the ga- 
lactic nebulae. The extra-galactic objects 
are proved by their spectra and other 
means to be vast congeries of stars, un- 
believably remote and existing in almost 
untold numbers. It must be remembered 
that we always see the galaxies thru the 
stars: they are far beyond the Milky Way 
stars, just as a distant landscape lies be- 
yond the nearby trees thru which we are 
looking. 

Probably the best classification of the 
extra-galactic nebulae is as follows: 


A. Regular nebulae 
1. elliptical 
2. spiral 
a. normal spirals 
b. barred spirals 
B. Irregular nebulae 


The regular nebulae form the majority 
of extra-galactic objects. All exhibit a 
nucleus in the center and have a “rota- 
tional symmetry” around it. These gigan- 
_ tic bodies show a sequence from spherical

masses to flattened discs which are open 
spiral forms. 

The elliptical division contains the 
greatest number of the exterior galaxies. 
They are hazy bodies in the telescope, and 
present a series of forms from globular 
ones which at first sight look like star 
clusters, to flattened-out balls having pro- 
longations at the ends. But they are un- 
like star clusters in that they cannot be 
resolved into stars, as the typical spirals 
can, but it is quite certain that the ellipti- 
cals are actually composed of stars even 
if our instruments do not at present reveal 
it. The central part is bright, fading to 
indefinite edges. An extreme example, a 
globular type, is NGC 4486, but a more 
typical one is NGC 221, south of the 
Great Nebula in Andromeda. 

The spiral nebulae are likely the most 
interesting. Lord Rosse in 1845 first dis- 
covered the spiral nature of nebulae, with 
his large 6-foot reflector in Ireland. This 
telescope was a super-giant for that age. 
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The Whirlpool Nebula (Messier 51 in 
Canes Venatici) was the first nebula to be 
noted as a spiral. 

Spirals usually have a bright condensed 
center, with spiral arms that extend from 
the nucleus at points 180° from each 
other. The spiral arms are in the same 
plane and coil in the same direction. Dif- 
ferent nebulae are presented to our view 
at varying angles. In some, we are looking 
at right angles to the flat plane of the 
spiral arms, and thus we have a plane view. 
Then there are intermediate angles of 
view, ending with those which are pre- 
sented edgewise to us. The nucleus is 
much brighter than the arms; one can see 
the nucleus easily in a telescope; but the 
arms are often so faint as to show up best 
only in a photograph. 

There are various forms of normal 
spirals, some with large nuclear areas and 
with arms closely coiled, to those with 
smaller nuclei and wider arms, like the 
Andromeda Nebula; some have almost no 
nucleus but knotty arms filled with stars, 
such as M 33 in Triangulum. M 33 is 
often taken as the type to represent what 
the Milky Way would look like at a dis- 
tance. 


Andromeda Nebula 


The Great Nebula in Andromeda (M 
31) is a spectacular object, and the only 
true spiral to be discerned with the un- 
aided eye. It is located a few degrees 
northeast of the great square of Pegasus, 
and can be seen easily from northern 
latitudes. It is on the meridian in Novem- 
ber evenings, and is visible in the east late 
at night in the summer. Sometimes one is 
asked the question as to how far an in- 
dividual can see in the distance with the 
naked eye alone. One can of course see an 
object any distance away, as long as its 
light and size are great enough to impress 
the eye. We see the moon, the sun, the 
planets. More than this, we see the 
brighter stars of the Milky Way. And we 
can see farther yet. The Great Nebula in 
Andromeda is the most remote object 
visible without a telescope. Specifically, 
its distance from the solar system is about 
870,000 light-years, 

The Andromeda nebula was first ob- 
served with a telescope by Marius in 
1612. It is a hazy object with low power, 


altho it is actually the brightest of th 
spiral nebulae. Its extent on ‘the sky ig 
about 30° by 2°. A medium-sized instrus 
ment is better than a small one, for 
nebulae. Even the full extent of M 31° 
cannot be seen visually with the large tele. § 
scopes—we refer to the detail in the” 
whorls—so it needs photo plates, and even * 
the sensitive phota-electric cell and the — 
micro-photometer. We see this nebula in 
perspective, the equatorial plane being 
tilted about 15° to our line of vision. 
The spectroscope indicates that the 
nebula is approaching us at a velocity of @ 
185 miles per second. This is much faster © 
than an average star’s velocity. Outside 
its borders, 100 globular star clusters have 
been found, which reminds us of the clus- 
ters in Hercules and Centaurus, in the © 
Milky Way. The entire mass of this stu- 
pendous object totals about 10,000,000, 
000 times the sun’s mass. The total lumi- 
nosity is estimated at 1,000,000,000 suns! 
With the largest telescopes, the outer 
portions of M 31 are shown as individual 
stars, at least in photos. The nucleus how- 
ever has not been resolved into stars. The 
spiral M 33 is another nebula whose outer 
regions are resolved. In many ways the 
Great Nebula resembles our Milky Way, 
notably in its shape and in the kind of 
objects contained in each, with giant and 
super-giant stars, variable stars, star 
clouds, nebulosities, dark nebulae, novae, 
star clusters. Our galaxy appears to be 
larger than M 31, however, and in fact is 
the largest of its kind known, most spirals 
being considerably smaller, tho M 31 is ex- 
ceptional, (See cut, page 39, May issue.)

The edgewise spirals are also interesting. 
Polar flattening of the nucleus is in evi- 
dence. The most notorious feature is the 
dark streak of obscuring matter around the 
edge, and this appearance seems to be the 
rule. In certain examples the black streak 
is so strong as to cut the nebula in two. 
These dark lines are the same kind of 
material as the dark nebulae in our galaxy, 
as for instance the rifts seen in the Milky 
Way. Whatever it is, it obscures the light 
of anything beyond it.

bar with its nucleus in the middle. These 
are the barred spirals. They are curious 
forms, some of them beautiful objects. 

In the irregular nebulae there is no sym- 
metry of rotation, no spiral form. Nor do 
these types show a nucleus, but they do 
contain the usual objects found in the 
Milky Way. The type examples are the 
Magellanic Clouds. The Clouds are so 
near the south celestial pole as to be invis- 
ible to northern observers, but are clearly 
seen with the eye alone from southern lati- 
tudes. 

The Magellanic Clouds are important 
because they are so near to us, compara- 
tively speaking, and hence easy to study. 
They are the nearest of the exterior galax- 
ies. Beyond them, there is only vacant 
space for hundreds of light-years, until we 
come to NGC 6822. The Clouds are also 
the brightest of the exterior systems, the 
Greater Cloud being the more luminous of 
the two. Until rather recently they were 
believed to be fragments of the Milky 
Way. Now we know the Magellanic 


Clouds are companions to our own great 
stellar system. The Clouds, therefore, to- 
gether with our galaxy, form a triple nebu- 
la. How many persons realize they are 
living in a nebula? Nevertheless, such is 
the case. 

The Greater Magellanic Cloud is in the 
constellation Dorado, the Swordfish, at a 
distance of about 85,000 light-years, It is 
an immense object, subtending an apparent 
angle of 7° in the sky. Its real diameter 
is 18,000 light-years. The whole Cloud 
is receding from us at the rate of 170 miles 
per second. It contains 500,000 giant and 
super-giant stars of high luminosity, and 
likely many dozen times as many faint 
stars. We think the sun is bright: yet 
some of the super-giants of the Greater 
Magellanic Cloud are 100,000 times as 
bright as the sun! In this Cloud is the 
Great Looped Nebula surrounding the star 
30 Doradus. It is NGC 2070, a diffuse 
nebula. With its diameter of 260 light- 
years, it is the greatest known object of 
its kind. 
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The Smaller Magellanic Cloud is in Tu- 
cana and only 17° from the south celes- 
tial pole. Its angular diameter is about 
3%4°. Spectroscopes show it is also re- 
ceding from us, at 100 miles a second. The 
overall diameter is 12,000 light-years and 
it contains similar objects as are in the 
Milky Way. Both the Clouds are there- 
fore typical irregular nebulae and not 
duplicates of the Milky Way, as they have 
no spiral organization. But they can be 
resolved into stars, and look much like the 
star clouds of our galaxy. 

Large as each of the extra-galactic ne- 
bulae is, the total number of these outer 
universes observable is almost unbeliev- 
able. They seem to be concentrated around 
the galactic poles, especially the northern 
one, but can be found in all parts of the 
sky except along the Milky Way alone 
where they seem to be blotted out by the 
dark nebulae. Hubble estimates that there 
are about 2400 galaxies per square degree 
in the most transparent parts of the sky. 
Within a radius of 10,000,000 light-years, 
there appear to be over 1000 galaxies. 
And taking the full radius of the entire 
space penetrated by the largest telescope 
now in use, leading astronomers estimate 
the total number of spiral nebulae as 
100,000,000 galaxies! This huge number 
is obtained partly by actual count and 
partly by estimate. 

An important question is, do the exterior 
galaxies have any movement? Up to the 
present, what is known as “proper motion” 
has not been detected in galaxies—they do 
not appear to be moving crosswise to the 
line of'vision. In a sense this is fortunate, 
meaning that the nebulae form a fixed back- 
ground, a frame of reference, against which 
other objects are seen in motion. Strik- 
ingly different is the radial velocity—the 
motion toward or away from the observer. 
The extra-galactic nebulae exhibit an 
enormous range of radical velocity, the 
prevailing direction being that of recession 
from the earth. Some of the velocities are 
as low as 186 miles per second, where the 
nebulae are approaching us; and some 
have the excessively high velocity of reces- 
sion of 12,000 miles per second! These 
latter values are so high that astronomers 
themselves are amazed, and refer to them 
as “apparent” velocities. The whole mat- 


ter is connected with the question of the ’ 


expanding universe. 


Another type of motion is rotation of a 3 


spiral nebula. Rotation has been definitely 
established by the spectroscope in the case 
of several of them such as M 31, NGC 221, 
and others. It is notable that all rotate in 
the same direction, which is like that of a 
spiral spring when it is being wound up. 
In M 31, the southern end is approaching, 
with respect to the nucleus, the other end 
receding. The shapes alone of the spirals 
would imply rotation. We also infer from 
such instances that the Milky Way’s shape 
is probably due to its rotation. 

-Just as there is a local star cloud to 
which the solar system belongs, so there is 
a “local group” of galaxies to which the 
Milky Way belongs. In it there are about 
a dozen stellar systems, and the Milky 
Way is out toward the end of the group. 
The Andromeda Nebula and the Magel- 
lanic Clouds belong to the series, and it is 
only those members that can be resolved 
into stars at present. 

The extra-galactic nebulae are distrib- 
uted in such a way that definite clusters of 
galaxies are observed. About 20 galactic 
clusters have been discovered. All are 
about the same size and each contains 
about 500 nebulae. The nearest and 
largest is the Virgo cluster, 7,000,000 light- 
years away, and offering an extremely 
“rich” region of the sky. Some of the 
nebulae in this cluster can be separated 
into stars. The most remote of the known 
clusters is estimated at 240,000,000 light- 
years distance. The Coma cluster of 
galaxies has 800 members. Wolf counted 
100 nebulae in an area no larger than the 
moon’s, and the Ursa Major cluster of 
neublae has 300 galaxies in an area ~;° 
in diameter. 

The reader may wonder about the evo- 
lutionary status of the exterior galaxies. 
Nothing is known of the laws governing 
their make-up. No one knows whether 
these nebulae as they are now represent 
objects in formation, in a state of relative 
stability, or in a condition of disintegra- 
tion. Certainly these far-away universes 
appear to have some connection with the 
course of evolution of the entire known 
universe,

THE PART OF BENEVOLENCE 





\ \ HILE a man is immensely flattered 
when he is identified by others as a man 
of integrity, probably the most self-satisfy- 
ing verdict he can apply to himself is to 
think of himself as a benevolent individual. 
The two ideas are related in Arabian astrol- 
ogy by the parts which complement each 
other and give the focus of these two 
qualities, that is, the full picture of their 
potentials, in the case of any given horo- 
scope. 

The individual who actually is benevo- 
lent, at least to the degree accepted as such 
by his fellows, is as fortunate as the person 
of integrity. People not only cooperate 
with him in the fulfillment of his own de- 
sires, often to a remarkable extent, but 
circumstances seem always to break in his 
favor, on the principle put down in the 
Bible as “To him who hath shall be given.” 
Contrariwise, the individual who has not 
developed the potentials of his own horo- 
scope in this respect is apt to find himself 
exploited by others. To put it wittily for 
the moment, he is not so much benevolent 
as apt to be thought so by other people, 
who act accordingly. At times he is the 
victim of the over-confidence his friends 
will have in him, and often the people 
around him proceed to take advantage of 
him in a rather outrageous way. 

The advantage of these parts in Arabian 
astrology is that, when known and under- 
stood, they may be used to coach the indi- 
vidual, so that, in every case, the results 
will be positive rather than negative. Life 
can as well rest in the control of an indi- 
vidual as otherwise. This requires only that 
he act according to the genius of his pat- 
tern, rather than‘ struggle with his own 
potentials because he fails to understand 
them, or to know how to put them to proper 
use. Astrology, fundamentally, looks upon 
every individual as* relatively neutral 
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in respect to his relation with life as a 
whole. He is wise or lucky as by accident 
or design he moves according to the best 
interest of his own set of temperament, 
and he is unintelligent, unlucky and other- 
wise the victim of misfortune to the degree 
he has gotten off on the wrong foot and so 
become maladjusted, allowing himself to 
be swung either by circumstances or per- 
suasion into avenues of expression which, 
for him, are not and cannot possibly be 
profitable. 

Benevolence in this sense can perhaps be 
defined as social igtegrity. This second 
of the pair of special horizons of experi- 
ence created by Jupiter and Mercury is 
negative only in the strictly individual 
sense. It is what is required of the single 
person in response to the larger frame of 
reference, or upon the level of real group 
experience. Every separate person, must 
make his contribution to his group. No 
man can live to himself alone. Obviously, 
the proper way in which this is done is 
through a free sharing of experience on the 
basis of an equitable exchange, giving as 
much as is gained, and vice versa. The 
Part of Benevolence shows the capacity of 
the individual to accomplish this private 
balancing of the social ledger day by day, 
week by week, month by month and year 
by year, throughout all employment of 
the ordinary appurtenances of life, or the 
normal materials of experience. As in con- 
trast with the two parts yet to come among 
the eight basic ones concerned with mind, 
Integrity and Benevolence deal primarily 
with the symbols or exchangeable tokens of 
experience. 

Benevolence, as a manifestation of social 
integrity, is the individual’s capacity to 
knit a situation, or to bring a set of rela- 
tions into some convenient order. On the 
conservative side, it is an individual’s 
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ability to administer what might be termed 
the genus of the status quo, that is, to get 
everything going smoothly, to make people 
happy in their mutual co-operation and 
so on. Much more importantly, however, 
it is a gift for furthering the development 
of the talents and capacities in others. It 
is not merely a generosity in giving away 
things of value and the like, but is the real 
encouragement one soul is able to give an- 
other in the struggle of existence. In a 
horoscope it shows that point in circum- 
Stances where each native is able to help 
out his fellows, more or less in spite of 
themselves, or where he suffers the conse- 
quences for his failure to do this. At its 
best, it is where he calls out the highest 
potential of someone else, and at its worst 
it is where he attempts to impose his ideas 
on everyone else, without any real con- 
sideration for anyone but himself. 

The Part of Benevolence is established 
by measuring the counter-clockwise dis- 
tance from Mercury to Jupiter, then pro- 
jecting this distance counter-clockwise from 
the ascendant.* The part is of exceptional 
use to astrologers in cage of social or public 
maladjustment, since it shows what seg- 
ment of life may best be strengthened in 
the individual case, as a way for the par- 
ticular native to learn how to meet people 
or deal with them, and how to conduct 
himself in situations where he is timid or 
feels himself at a disadvantage. The tech- 
nique is specially helpful in the instances 
of those handicapped by persecution com- 
plexes. 

Your Part of Benevolence in the First 
House—You establish your place among 
your fellows most easily when you avoid 
all species of self-apology in everything 
you do and, rather, affirm the dignity of 
your own personality by refusing to com- 
promise with anything cheap or tawdry. 
The rewards of life and experience are most 
profitable for you as you share whatever 
happiness you have developed, and as you 
realize the extent to which other people are 
willing to help you.

ality. You will gain the fullest practical 
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self-expression for yourself if you will Bé 
careful to develop @ natural or uninhibited 
sense of your own personal and social” 
worth, so that you are never put on the” 
defensive at any contact with others. 

Your Part of Benevolence in the Elev. 
enth House—You establish your place 
among your fellows most easily when you 
give point to your own character by the 
worth of your objectives, and when you 
see and interpret the great goals ahead of 
everyone else. The rewards of life and 
experience are most profitable for you as 
you refuse to have contact with others 
except on the basis of a common experi- 
ence in self-fulfillment. Henry VIII is an 
excellent example of this slant of mind 
because his extraordinary work in creating

The rewards of life and 
experience are most profitable for you as 
you cultivate your exceptional gift for 
understanding the undercurrents of life, 
and your equally valuable talent for clar- 
ifying the institutional services of your 
community. Richard Burton is an (excel- 
lent example of this slant of mind because 
of his facility for entering into cultural 
patterns other than his own, and for ex- 
plaining the undercurrents and devious 
inner workings of human psychology. You 
will be able to gain the fullest practical 
self-expression for yourself if you will be 
careful to encourage rather than suppress 
your sensitiveness to factors behind the 
scenes, and if you will give the fullest 
measure of your understanding sympathy 
to others less fortunate than yourself. 


-to victory 
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General Indications 


PD ce Lunation properly takes first place 
in an analysis of the drift of events in 
August, for there is an annular eclipse of 
the Sun late on July 31st (western hem- 
isphere) and on August Ist in Europe and 
Asia, climaxed by a partial eclipse of the 
Moon on August 15th. 

Eclipses often cast their shadows be- 
fore, as well as for months after the event; 
it will be well to remember this in review- 
ing the events of the late spring and sum- 
mer. The solar eclipse is doubly impor- 
tant since it falls within a degree and ten 
minutes of the conjunction of Jupiter and 
Pluto, exact on August Ist. We know lit- 
tle enough about Pluto since it has been 
part of the astrological system only since 
1930, but it seems reasonable to group 
it with Uranus and Neptune, and to call 
it, as does Marc Edmund Jones, the planet 
of social’ consciousness, a sort of “cosmic 
Mercury,” reconciling the uniqueness of 
Uranus with the obliterating collectivism 
of Neptune, and relating us to the think- 
ing streams in the world about us. 

Jupiter and Pluto are together at the 
eclipse: here is hope for a harried world, 
torn between conflicting ideologies (Uranus, 
the rights of the individual; Neptune, the 
demands of the cellective upon the indi- 
vidual). Pluto coming up strongly now 
with Jupiter may indicate first, the weld- 
ing of a tremendous propaganda instru- 
ment, then of a reconstructive and regen- 
erative force that will eventually put the 
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world together again, with both Uranus and 
Neptune (again we do well to remember 
this war is being fought under their re- 
curring trines), and the best of what they 
represent, working together to make a new 
order (mot the paranoic dream of the 
vanishing Dictators), 

True enough, the rain falls on the just 
and the unjust, and the Jupiter-Pluto- 
Eclipse configuration exists for society’s 
enemies as for its citizens in good stand- 
ing. But as always it works both ways; 
everything depends on the human condi- 
tion the aspects meet, As we see it, the 
wrongdoers will have plenty of rope 
(Jupiter) to hang themselves and crash 
thunderously with their destructive for- 
mulas (Pluto), while the pattern of eventual 
victory for the crusaders for a decent 
world will become wider, clearer, and bet- 
ter instrumented to show ever more bril- 
liant, even spectacular results. 

August is important for other major 
shifts in the cosmic scene. On the 2nd, 
Neptune moves finally and definitely into 
the mental, political, opportunistic and 
balancing Libra, after backsliding into 
Virgo for three and a half months and 
snarling labor and production problems 
during that time. Perhaps for a while the 
world will stop thinking and talking and 
squabbling over food. Diplomacy and 
management should take precedence over 
production and supply, the latter being 
effectively channelled and taken for 
granted, no longer the “first” problem, 
except, in a superficial way, for a natural 
slow-down under the retrograde Venus. 
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retrograde in Virgo on 
August 15th, just short of a square to 
Saturn. First things will come first; your 
comfort and mine will have to be sacri- 
ficed so that the world’s produce and in- 
dustry may go to those working most ef- 
fectively in its immediate interest, and 
even they won’t get much coddling, only 
what’s necessary. The servers will be 
adequately served, if proper preparation 
has been made; the takers will find not 
quite so much to take, and those without 
some inner source of sustainment will find 
this working world a pretty drab place to 
move in. Shortages may seem more acute 
(some of it will be pure calamity howling) 
—in food, clothing, fabrics, common ser- 
vices such as laundry, household help, home 
deliveries, etc. For the time being, an- 
other weapon must be found to draw the 
world’s hungry and needy into the United 
Nations’ fold; there may not be sufficient 
abundance at hand to make good on 
promises or expectations. At least, not 
for a while. Hoarding and selfishness may 
here create the real problem, the fear of 
not having enough for “me and mine,” 
not necessarily an actual lack. Also, the 
details of rationing, handling and distribu- 
tion may hit a snag, which may well last 
not only until Venus goes direct on Sep- 
tember 28th, but until she makes the 
square to Saturn on November Sth. 
On the 24th, Mars enters Gemini for 
a seven months’ stay, to join Uranus and 
later Saturn in that heavily tenanted sign. 
The increase in tempo (especially in United 
States’ activity) will be immediately felt— 
a stepping up of enthusiasm and confi- 
dence, of eagerness to cooperate among 
ordinary people everywhere. A lot of 
ballyhoo is to be expected, but as Mars 
moves up towards Uranus, he can be trusted 
to go to town with a burst of activity on 
many fronts at once, with ingenuity, mo- 
bility, and a somewhat frantic speed. 
There are twelve major aspects in Aug- 
ust, three of a kind—three squares, con- 
junctions, trines, and sextiles, and Mercury 
makes six of the twelve, another indication 
of quickened tempo. The month falls natu- 
rally into three periods. The first period, 
to the 15th, is brilliant and fluidic, starting 
with the Jupiter-Pluto conjunction in a 
universal degree, and the eclipse on an 
effectively showy one. This pattern is 
flanked by a practical and canny sextile 






of Mercury and Saturn, made productive 
in concrete terms by a continuing trine of © 
Venus and Mars (exact on the 4th) and 7 
even more showily brilliant by a sextile of © 


Jupiter and Uranus on the 7th. Mercury’s 
square to Uranus on the 10th, the third 
since May Ist, may bring a surprise move 
in unexpected quarters, or a bold stroke of 
Strategy with accompanying screaming 
headlines. The Full Moon, with the par- 
tially eclipsed lesser light closer to a con- 
structive and cohesive trine to Saturn than 
it is to a scattering, excitable square to 
Mars, makes a fitting climax to this spec- 
tacular and eventful first period, with its 
suggestion of too much, too soon (or at 
least, in good time), rather than too little 
and too late. 

The second period is somewhat Satur- 
nine. Venus turns retrograde on the 15th 
under the shadow of a Saturn square, the 
Sun sextiles Saturn on the 17th, and Mer- 
cury (after contacting the retreating Venus 
on the 18th) makes the square Venus 
couldn’t quite reach. This is realism and 
the need to face hard facts. It’s still a 
long pull ahead, calling for critical alertness 
to obstacles and a healthy wariness to fore- 
stall some political or diplomatic ‘‘fast 
ones.” 

The last period starts off with a sudden 
spurt as the Sun squares Mars on the 23rd, 
as each planet moves from a fixed to a 
mutable sign, then fans out to Mars’ trine 
of Neptune on the 24th, Mercury’s con- 
junction with that nebulous planet on the 
27th, and the constructive trine of Mercury 
to Mars on the 30th. A big gamble, vast- 
scale strategy, movement, and splendid 
coordination, may well be indicated by 
these aspects. 


United States 


The Eclipse is in the 4th house of the 
Lunation chart for Washington; Mars rises 
and Uranus is within a degree of the 2nd 
cusp. The Eclipse occurs on the nation’s 
natal North Node, surely an auspicious 
augury, reading the Dragon’s Head as a 
point of protection. The Jupiter-Pluto 
conjunction is: also exactly there. Uranus 
is within a degree of its natal place, close 
to the United States Ascendant, and the 
Eclipse is exactly sextile this planet. Not 
only the spectacular flow of great re- 
sources, but their actual use by magnifi- 
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ftly trained American military person- 
, should be seen in the period governed 
‘the Eclipse. The choice for a unified 
most important 
theatre may well fall upon an American, 
with the country set to make the greatest 
contribution in the actual fighting it has 
made so far. 

In domestic affairs, the rising Mars, 
square a Sth house Mercury, indicates 
that Americans are not yet ready for the 
discipline of total war, and will still put up 
a fight for their traditional freedom of 
action. At the same time, Mars’ trine to 
Venus and Neptune in the 6th indicates 
the subsidence of labor difficulties, in- 
creased production and a more effective ad- 
ministration of food and other commodity 
problems. Individual spending is likely 
to be more curtailed, with the govern- 
ment’s hand most definitely in every private 
cash register, cutting off spending power 
more closely at the source. Incidentally, 
there will be much less for civilians to buy. 
It is possible that clothing as well as food 
may be rationed. There is little indication 
that government spending will be substan- 
tially held down, though i: is likely to have 
more to show for its money than hereto- 
fore. With Saturn sextile Mercury, there 
should be less friction between Congress 
and the Administration. There seems to 
be much more reason for everybody to be 
pulling together. 

President Roosevelt’s Saturn rises at the 
Lunation, and the Eclipse opposes his natal 
Venus. Here’s a challenge to his political 
sense, his administrative leadership, and 
his personal popularity. The entire for- 
eign policy of the Chief Executive is put 
to the test in the period governed by the 
Eclipse. 

At the Full Moon, the Lunar Eclipse 
is exactly on the 3rd cusp of the chart for 
Washington, with the nation’s own de- 
scendent rising. Mars is near the cusp 
of the 6th, square the lights, and Neptune 
within a few minutes of the Midheaven. 
Definitely the armed forces are on the 
move, transportation being the critical 
problem; labor may be vociferously truc- 
ulent, yet less effectively so than here- 
tofore, restrained legally from running 
amok. Yet diplomacy, some of it secret, 
or at least obscure, may have as large 
a place as military manoeuvres, nor will an 
excited Press or public succeed in making 
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either the administration or the State De- 
partment show its whole hand. 


Great Britain 


High hopes must be entertained for 
Britain; the Solar Eclipse and the Jupiter- 
Pluto conjunction rise in the chart for 
London, with Jupiter close to the rising 
degree. A well-aspected Mercury holds the 
2nd cusp. All planets are East (as im 
all the charts for western Europe), giving 
great freedom of choice and of movements. 
The Lunar Eclipse again accents the hori- 
zon axis and is square a 3rd house Mars, 
trine a 4th house Saturn. In spite of 
stormy conferences and outspoken criticism 
in the press, these charts indicate success 
to British arms and propaganda; England 
should have the “‘situation well in hand.” 

The British should hold a leading place 
in the show, having set the stage for a 
demonstration of mounting confidence and 
power. Agreement, or rather contact, with 
her closest neighbors may not come too 
easily, but she stands solidly entrenched 
by the Full Moon, wherever her armies 
and her policies have penetrated. A study 
of the path of both solar and lunar 
eclipses will indicate how close to England’s 
shores important developments of the pe- 
riod may take place, since the ascendant of 
the lunar eclipse passes through the North 
Sea. The Eclipse opposes Mr. Churchill’s 
Saturn and is on Mr. Eden’s South Node. 
Diplomatic and political manoeuvres seem 
indicated by these contacts. Britain has 
not forgotten how to pull off a good trade; 
her resources are fluid, and she is in a 
position to use them to advantage. 


Algiers 


With Mercury exactly on the 7th at the 
Full Moon, Pluto on the 6th, and Saturn in 
the 4th, an effective working solidarity 
should be achieved in the Free French 
government at Algiers. Mercury, on the 
second cusp, is most heavily accented in 
the solar eclipse chart, in which General 
Giraud’s Sun is exactly on the 7th, while 
General de Gaulle’s Venus is at the MC of 
the Full Moon chart. The solar eclipse 
opposes de Gaulle’s Jupiter and Giraud’s 
natal Venus. Whatever ideological dif- 
ferences these two leaders may have, they 
are curiously held together, both by their 
natal charts and the transiting accents. 
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The Middle East 


Egypt should figure more prominently 
in the news as an important center of 
activity. Mars is very close to the MC 
of the solar eclipse chart for Cairo, trine 
Venus on the 2nd, while at the Full Moon, 
four planets make close cuspal contacts. 
~ King Farouk’s Neptune is transited by 
the solar and his natal Sun by the Lunar 
Eclipse. 

The chart for Turkey is even more 
strikingly accented, especially at the Solar 
Eclipse. Here Mars is exactly on the MC, 
Mercury on the Ascendant, and all these 
cuspal contacts are very close. This is 
much too active a picture to suggest con- 
tinued neutrality. Similar accents stress 
the importance of the island of Cypress. 
That Turkey might have been drawn into 
the actual struggle is indicated by the 
opposition of the Lunar Eclipse point to 
Neptune in the chart for the Turkish 
Republic. Activity at the eastern end 
of the Mediterranean should rise in in- 
tensity, while the pounding goes on in 
Western Europe; this “back door” to the 
European fortress cannot be overlooked. 
The vulnerability of the Balkans to in- 


vasion, if not capitulation before invasion, 
is shown by the South Node on the 7th 
cusp in the solar eclipse charts for this 
area. 


Russia 


The 12th house cusp holds the Jupiter- 
Pluto conjunction and the Solar Eclipse 
in the chart for Moscow, while Mars is a 
Singleton (West) only 5 degress beyond 
‘the MC. Stalin seems to be very much 
in the saddle; the horizon axis of his 
natal chart forms the meridian of the 
Lunation figure, his 7th house being at 
the MC, his Uranus rising. Russia may 
produce “an ace in the hole” (even before 
the Eclipse date), to the confounding of 
her enemies. Indeed, the chart seems to 
indicate that she holds them “in her pock- 
et,” and can play a fine game of cat 
and mouse with the threatening, but im- 
mobilized invaders. 

The Full Moon chart is even more 
strikingly accented with Mars rising. Rus- 
sia seems to hold the initiative and to 
use it with economy and foresight. It is 
possible, with the eclipsed Moon in the 
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llth, square a rising. Mars, and trine a 
2nd house Saturn, that Russia may no © 
longer need to placate the forces at her | 


back door; the path of the eclipse seems 
to indicate developments in Manchukuo 
and Siberia. 


Axis Europe 


Hitler’s Saturn exactly rises in the 
Eclipse chart for Berlin and his Mercury 
holds the MC. In the Lunation figure 
itself, the strongest accent is Uranus at the 
cusp of the 11th and the North Node 
rising. The chart is not without its as- 
pect of luck, though an intercepted Mars 
in the 10th weakens the figure, and the 
Lunation is all 12th house. Actually, 
Germany seems to be more vulnerable 
through her partners than weak as yet in 
herself. The accent on Hitler’s Saturn 
emphasizes the pure defensiveness of her 
strategy. 

The Full Moon chart brings to a climax 
the inherent weakness of the Nazi position. 
The eclipsed Moon is a singleton in the 
12th house, square Mars in the 2nd (can 
any reckless expenditure of resource save 
the tottering structure?). Jupiter is on 
the cusp of the 6th, so there is still power 
to meet growing demands, but Neptune 
exactly on the cusp of the 7th is danger- 
ously vulnerable, not only to actual in- 
vasion, but to infiltration of ideas that 
are as dangerous to Nazi safety as the 
bombs that drop from the sky. Neptune 
at this point indicates, too, with what 
sweet promises the Germans would like 
to bid, however indirectly, for peace. And 
though, with *the Moon trine Saturn in 
the 3rd, there are still people in the world 
who might be tempted to listen, these 
overtures will, of course, get nowhere. 

In the chart for Rome, the Solar Eclipse 
is almost exactly on the Ascendant (in 
contrast with Britain, where the rising 
degree is held by Jupiter). Moreover, 
this eclipse is on Mussolini’s Sun and Mer- 
cury and here we have an example of 
the advance working of eclipses, since 
with the fall of Italy’s African empire 
and of her island outposts, Il Duce’s 
power was already eclipsed. Just when 
the actual coup de grace may come is 
less important than the definite indication 
that Italian Fascism is due for a complete 
blackout. In August, Uranus is on Mus- 
solini’s Saturn and Moon, where it will 
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"goon be joined by Mars, a pretty fateful 
combination where the inner structure of 





" the dictator’s power has been so deeply 


undermined. 
Sweden 


The solar eclipse chart for Stockholm 
accents a rising Mercury, and Neptune 
on the 3rd cusp. Confusing reports of 
collapse and defeatism in the “fortress” 
continue to flow from this “neutral” 
source, but should not be taken too 
seriously. Sweden, however, may figure 
more prominently as a crossroads, both 
of transport and intelligence. She may 
give the impression she faces, neutrally, 
both ways, yet actually favor that side 
steadily reaching toward victory. Open 
to suggestion at the New Moon, she seems 
to have made up her mind at the Full. 
Neptune gives way to Saturn. 


The Far East 


The Solar Eclipse chart for Tokyo is 
preponderantly western, with Mars on the 
7th, Neptune on the 11th, Saturn in the 
8th, and the Leo stellium in the 9th. This 
is a chart which threatens shipping losses 
and possible invasion of Japanese-held 
territories, dwindling hopes, and ever-in- 
creasing casualties. Treaty difficulties 
may also be indicated. The Lunar chart is 
angular, with the eclipsed Moon in the 
7th square a 10th house Mars; this bears 
out the indications of the Solar chart. A 
study of the path of the eclipses makes it 
logical to expect intense activity closer 
to the heart and lifelines of Japan than 
at any point in the war to date. 

In contrast to the Tokyo charts are 
those for Chungking. Here the entire em- 
phasis at the Solar Eclipse is above the 
horizon. Saturn accents the 9th and Nep- 
tune the 12th; there may be difficulties 
with communications and inner exhaus- 
tion, but the 10th house Leo stellium holds 
up Chinese prestige. The 8th house Mars 
gives the will to reorganize and strengthen 
her forces not only for resistance, but for 
attack. At the Full Moon Jupiter is on the 
2nd, excellent for Chinese resources, but 
Neptune on the 4th may indicate the in- 
roads of flood or famine. Possible earth- 
quakes or other natural disasters are a 
possibility with the eclipsed Moon (ruler 
of the Ascendant) in the 8th, square an 
11th house Mars. 


¥ 


In the North Pacific, the results of 
United States’ activity in the Aleutians 
may be seen. The completely western 
chart for Dutch Harbor, with Saturn on 
the 7th, indicates the possibilities of bit- 
terly contested actions in this area. The 
Full Moon chart emphasizes Neptune at 
the Ascendant, and Jupiter in the 11th, 
which may point to a favorable outcome 
of action in this region, but at high shipping 
cost. The singleton Moon in the Sth, as 
well as the belligerent 9th house Mars, 
suggest that the initiative lies here with 
the American forces. The importance of 
this section in the final convergence upon 
Japan may become increasingly evident. 

The chart for the South Pacific Area (see 
the eclipse path) emphasizes Mercury at 
the 10th at the Solar Eclipse; by the Full 
Moon, Jupiter is at the Ascendant, and 
the whole chart is dominated by a 10th 
house Mars. Action here seems to be 
most in favor of the United Nations, 
especially when these charts are compared 
with those for Tokyo. Also, it may be 
said that such action now begins to assume 
major proportions. 


Latin-America 


With the Solar Eclipse passing directly 
through Buenos Aires (at the nadir), one 
can again see the working in advance of 
eclipses in considering the political revolu- 
tion of June 4th, in which Castillo was 
overthrown. (Mercury changed direction 
on the 4th in exact opposition to Cas- 
tillo’seSun, and Neptune was stationary 
on his natal Jupiter.) So far as Argen- 
tina is concerned, the Eclipse at the 4th 
cusp, and the fact that the Lunar Eclipse 
falls on the country’s natal Saturn, in- 
dicate the gradual orientation of this coun- 
try to political views more in keeping with 
those of her neighbors. The Lunar Eclipse 
chart, with Mars exactly on the 5th, square 
the 2nd house Moon, and trine Venus 
close to the 9th, indicates that Argentina 
is ready for a gamble, for vigorous self- 
expression, and likely to profit both diplo- 
matically and through lend-lease from this 
reversal of policy. 

The chart for Brazil emphasizes a single- 
ton Mars just above the Ascendant, with 
Saturn on the 2nd and Neptune at the Sth. | 
Here is the development, by necessity, of 
new resources—rubber and oil to beck up 
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her fighting participation in the global war. 
The Lunar eclipse, with Moon rising and 
Mars in the 4th, accents Uranus at the 
5th and Neptune at the 9th. Brazil may 
be successful in having a unit of her own 
on a far-flung front, 

Chile may be preoccupied with trans- 
portation and labor difficulties during Aug- 
ust, a situation which is relieved (Jupiter 
on the 8th in the Full Moon chart) by 
greater lend-lease aid, and aid, too, in 
whatever internal reorganization this coun- 
try may find necessary. 

Venezuela may be able to make some 
unusual contribution to the war effort 
(Uranus at the 2nd at the New Moon). 
At the Full Moon, the whole emphasis 
seems to be on resources, particularly oil, 
from the distribution of which this country 
stands to profit greatly. 

Neptune on the 7th in the Solar Eclipse 
chart for Mexico may well be the warning 
for this country to guard her western fron- 
tiers, a region accented by the path of the 
Lunar Eclipse (exact in Lower California, 
on the Nadir). 


The paths of the angles of the Solar and Lunar 
eclipse charts fall across the following sections 
of the globe. (See map.) 


The Solar Eclipse is at the Midheaven at 120 E., 
a line that goes through eastern Siberia, western 
Manchukuo, the Japanese-occupied coastline of 
China, near Peiping, Tientsin, Nanking, then di- 
rectly through Shanghai, the Japanese island of 
Formosa, straight through Luzon and Manila 
in the Philippines, the Sulu Sea, the Celebes Sea, 
Macassar Straights (between Borneo and the Ma- 
lay Archipelago), the island of Celebes (east of 
Java) in the Netherlands East Indies, the Timor 
Sea, and western Australia. Most of this ter- 
ritory is in the Japanese “grab” of early 1942; 
the Nipponese know better than anyone else it’s 
not theirs, unless they can defend it against the 
inevitable challenge. Indeed, not only will Japan 
have to meet this test during this eclipse period, 
and defend what she’s stolen, but her own islands 
as well, 

The I.C. of the solar eclipse is at 60 West, 
on a line from Labrador and the western tip 
of Newfoundland, east of Nova Scotia, through 
the Atlantic, east of Bermuda, directly through 
the Lesser Antilles, Martinique, Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, Bolivar on the eastern boundary of 
Venezuela, through the western part of British 
Guiana, western Brazil and the Bolivian border, 
through Paraguay, directly through Buenos Aires, 
then the South Atlantic and through the Falk- 
land Islands, which saw important naval action 
in the last war. 


The Solar Eclipse degree is on the Ascendant 
from a point on the Equator 30 degrees E. 
Longitude (the Belgian Congo, south across South- 
west Africa, to a point just west of Capetown), 
to 5 degrees at 60 latitude (north or south). Its 
northern sweep is most significant. It takes in 
the area on the border between French Equa- 
torial Africa and the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Libya 
(just west of Bengazi), the central Mediterranean; 
it goes exactly through the toe of the Italian 
boot, through Naples, then across Italy to Venice, 
through south and western Germany, past Munich, ~ 
Hanover and Bremen, then the Frisian Islands 
on the north coast of the Netherlands, into the 
North Sea and the west coast of Denmark, the 
east coast of Britain, closely past the west coast 
of Norway. . 

The Solar Eclipse is on the Descendant at 150 
West on the Equator to 115 West at 60 North 
or South Latitude. This covers an area in the 
eastern Pacific about 15 degrees east of Hawaii 
to Vancouver Island, through Great Bear Lake 
in northern Canada and the west coast of Vic- 
toria Island. Southward it goes directly through 
the South Sea Islands, just east of Tahiti and west 
of Pitcairn Island. 

The Lunar Eclipse is on the Midheaven at 68 
East, going through Siberia at a point about & 
degrees east of the Ural Mountains, through east- 
ern Turkestan, through Kabul in Afghanistan, 
eastern Baluchistan, directly through Jodpur in 
India, the west coast of India in the Arabian Sea, 

The Lunar Eclipse is on the nadir at 112 West 
Longitude, through northwestern Canada and the 
province of Alberta, then through Butte, Mon- 
tana, southern Idaho, Salt Lake City, Flagstaff, 
Arizona, the Gulf of California, then through 
western Mexico and Lower California. 

But the Ascendant emphasis of the Lunar 
Eclipse is much closer to the expected theater of 
events. At the Equator it is at 22 West, on a 
line that is 3 degrees East at 60 Latitude. This 
line skirts the west coast of Africa (at the equa- 
tor, midway in the Atlantic between Natal and 
West Africa), past Spanish Morocco and the Ca- 
nary Islands, through Lisbon, northern Spain, the 
English Channel and the west coast -of France, 
into the North Sea through Britain towards Ber- 
gen in Norway. 

The Lunar Eclipse is on the Descendant from 
a point 158 East on the Equator to 131 East at 
60 Latitude. This is an area directly through 
the Caroline and other mandated Islands fortified 
illegally by Japan, just east of Tokyo, through 
the Russo-Japanese border at Manchukuo amd 
through eastern Siberia. Southward, this line 
goes directly through the Solomons, the Coral 
Sea, then towards eastern Australia on a line 
through Canberra, Brisbane and Melbourne, and 
on to a point west of the island of Tasmania.

Louis XIV 
Sept. 5, 1638 


IVA ss her later career more striking 
in contrast, Madame de Maintenon was 
born most miserably in the prison at 
Niort, where her dishonest and worthless 
father, Constant d’Aubigne, was impris- 
oned as a Huguenot malcontent. This ex- 
traordinary woman was destined to become 
the wife of Louis XIV, le grande monarque, 
the “greatest king of France.” 

Although no birth hour for Madame 
Maintenon is obtainable, the noon position 
of the Moon on her day of birth is 
will 
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Madame de Maintenon 
Nov. 28, 1635 


approximately 29 Cancer, conjunct Louis’ 
Venus and Moon in early Leo. This 
engendered personal magnetic attraction. 
Madame de Maintenon’s Jupiter conjunct 
Louis’ Sun stimulated benevolence and 
generosity, also the religious and spiritual 
side of the natures of this famous pair. 
At first a governess to his children by his 
mistress, Madame de Montespan, Madame 
de Maintenon gradually grew in the graces 
of the King, until she succeeded Madame 
de Montespan in the King’s affections and 
the 
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the Queen’s place following the latter’s 
death, which occurred “in Madame de 
Maintenon’s arms” in 1683. 

Of the growing influence of Madame de 
Maintenon on the King, Maud Cruttwell* 
records: “Convinced that she (Madame 
de Maintenon, known at this time as the 
widow Scarron) was chosen by God to save 
the King’s soul and make him renounce 
his scandals, she even dared to speak 
openly to him and urge him to live a more 
regular life,” i.e., to dismiss his mistress, 
Madame de Montespan, and return to the 
neglected Queen. “A new emotion, scarcely 
love, was growing in him, beginning to 
stir, not only his senses, but for the first 
time his soul; new ideals of domestic peace 
and happiness, due perhaps to the depar- 
ture of youth, for he was nearing forty, 
were formulating, embodied in a face 
gracious and calm, lit by brilliant black 
eyes full of loyalty and kindliness.” 

In keeping with the double Mars-Mer- 
cury contact, which planets squared each 
other in both charts, Mars aspects being 
indicative of beginnings, as Venus of end- 
ings, Madame de Maintenon said: ‘The 
King did not like me at first. For a long 
time he had an aversion for me. He was 
afraid of me as a pendant, thinking that 
I was austere and cared only for things 
sublime.” Gradually, however, this atti- 
tude changed. “The contrast of her calm, 
unobtrusive gentleness with the turbulent 
arrogance of his mistress, and her amusing 
talk free from ill-nature with Madame de 
Montespan’s eternal mockery, struck and 
pleased him. It was nof long before he 
began to listen to her, question her, inter- 
est himself in her ideas, even asking her 
opinion on subjects of importance, and 
when she was absent ordered her to be 
sent for.” 

It was her love and care for his children 
(her Moon on his Venus and Moon in 
Leo) that strengthened the bond between 
them. Maud Cruttwell writes: “Louis 
came sometimes to see his children secretly 
and was charmed at her devotion and the 
care she took in bringing them up. The 
babies adored her and when he entered 
unannounced he was sure to find her in the 
nursery either playing with them or super- 
intending their food and clothes, and this

she did, not out of duty but love; for’ § 


strange to say this woman, with her in- 
nate repugnance to sex, had an immense 
tenderness for children and was never so 
happy as when surrounded by them, an 
instinct which developed steadily all her 
life.” 

Following the death of the eldest child, 
a little girl, Madame de Maintenon was 
inconsolable, much more so than its 
mother, and, according to Madame de 
Caylus, “It was her grief on this occasion 
which was the cause of Louis’ attachment. 
‘She knows how to love,’ he said medita- 
tively, finding her bathed in tears by the 
cradle of the poor dead babe; ‘one would 
be very happy to be loved by her.’” 

The pleasure he began at this time to 
take in her company undoubtedly 
stemmed from her tenderness for his chil- 
dren, for Louis, so selfish in his loves, had 
much paternal affection. He came more 
and more frequently to her house at 
Vaugirard, and often insisted on her 
presence at Saint-Germain to the increas- 
ing jealousy of his Madame de Montespan, 
who began to realize she had underrated 
Madame de Maintenon’s charms in cham- 
pioning her as a governess. 

Marie Cher records in her book, Poison 
at Court, “The Duc Du Maine (one of 
the children of Louis and Madame de 
Montespan) was delicate and would prob- 
ably never have walked had not his gov- 
erness devoted herself to him, with rub- 
bings and baths and specially devised 
treatments. Louis XIV was much touched 
thereat. He began to look at her, not as 
a governess, but as a personality. It was 
not suitable that one so honored by the 
King should bear any longer the plebeian 
name of Scarron. It recalled too much that 
was, well inelegant. An estate was 
bought from which she took her title, the 
chateau still to be seen on the road to 
Chartres, revenues added, and Madame de 
Maintenon entered into history. On one 
occasion while she was away at the Baths 
with the ailing little boy, she wrote to 
the King in her clear, intelligent way, giv- 
ing him a daily account of the child’s 
progress. He discovered that he liked her 
letters; when she returned, he found that 
he liked even better his talks with her. 

Around this time, as Saint-Simon hints, 
the King’s mistress) Madame de Monte- 
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n, “perceived what a viper she had 
wurished in the person of the governess.” 
Indeed, according to Marie Cher, Madame 
| de Maintenon, “in her cool dignity, in her 
" dear, dry light, must have been a most 
" welcome contrast to the hot, raving, 
dishevelled, and furious Quanto. About 
1680 the black silénce of disgrace encom- 
passed the latter, while the former softly 
grasped a reality of power and influence 
the other proud creature had never 
dreamed of—her kingdom had been only of 
the flesh, and it went the-inevitable dusty 
way of that commodity, and she along 
with it. 
' “Meanwhile at Versailles the heart and 
the mind of the King were being attached 
ina most novel fashion; the presence of a 
certain quiet woman was becoming indis- 
pensable to him; old courtiers looked on 
ina kind of agonized muse. In 1683 the 
poor effaced Queen died, leaving a scene in 
which she had never played any role but 
that of a gilded and bejewelled super- 
numerary. The way now lay open to 
teguiarize an attachment that had owed 
nothing to irregularity. Virtue was now 
the fashion; the bourgeois word wife was 
becoming éven more significant than that 
of Queen. Since one could not be the lat- 
ter, apparently, one could at least aspire 
to be the former. And so it was, to the 
stuttering rage of the tribe of Saint- 
Simoniens. Bossuet and the rest, the 
Jesuit confessors and their train, all who 
had wrestled with the King’s incurable 
lapses, his sensuality, even his debauchery, 
were all for providing Louis XIV—he was 
only forty-six—with a respectable an- 
chorage. A woman, or women, alas, he 
must have intimately about him, and who 
could better serve Louis and God at the 
same time than this intelligent, calm, dig- 
nified, and stately person, with a will of 
iron and a disarmingly soft dark eye, this 
Madame de Maintenon? A year after 
the death of the Queen, in a private oratory 
at Versailles, before witnesses, ‘the Widow 
Scarron’ became the wife of Louis XIV.” 

The King had made his choice; his life 
henceforward had a domestic unity and 
solidarity it had lacked before. ‘‘Bitter 
hatreds, jealousies, ignoble intrigues, in- 
sults from all and sundry (note Mars- 
| Mercury square in both charts, stimulated 
__ by mutual contact) Madame de Maintenon 
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had to bear, but she was able to do so with 
equanimity (through the Moon-Venus, 
Sun-Jupiter contacts), since she was in the 
safety of her entrenched position, her 
enemies mere scattering guerrilla parties, 
firing in the void. Gradually she formed 
her own inner circle of friends, or at least 
of followers, willing to be true to her if she 
would pay them well in patronage. She 
paid, the King paid, and they were radi- 
ant.”

BA. over appears to be a month of ex- 
citement and rising tension, which will 
expedite the pace of activity. Two of the 
most comprehensive implications for per- 
sonal, national or international affairs 
come from Neptune and Mars changing 
signs on the 2nd and 23rd respectively.

ery. The other is illumination, which can 
be clear, accurate, penetrating, even tran- 
scending past human experience or knowl- 
edge, and opening new worlds of socialized 
progress. 

As Mars starts its long transit of Gemini 
in trine aspect to Neptune and Mercury, 
epochal events may be in the making in 
regard to meetings, conferences, agree- 
ments, mergers, mass movements, consoli- 
dations and unions on a large or small 
scale among nations or individuals. ‘The 
elevation of the United States as a world 
power should become greatly enhanced by 
these transits. Also, as Mercury, the ruler

Events following the new Moon of July

However, if 
there are fears relating to health, short- 
ages or labor at this time, they may be 
averted as Venus turns retrograde also on 
the 15th, and does not make the final 
square to Saturn until Nov. Sth; so the full 
efiect of any limitation or loss may not be 
felt until that time. There is also the possi- 
bility that women’s status in war work, 
training, education, and future goals, may 
change during this Venus transit of Virgo, 
perhaps through government orders; in 
any case the transition will not be smooth. 

In spite of the underlying excitement 
and rising tension, the major transiting 
aspects of August are almost all very for- 
tunate; this fact, along with the heat, 
may lull many into taking life as it comes. 
Perhaps not a bad idea, in order to pre- 
pare for the increased pressure of the fall 
and winter, There are only three major 
adverse aspects this month; the first is a 
square of Mercury to Uranus on the 10th, 
the second is a square of Mercury to 
Saturn on the 22nd, and the third the 
square of Sun to Mars as they both change 
signs on the 23rd.

plus or minus as the case may be, and then 
subtracting or adding this according to 
whether the locality is west or east of the 
birthplace. Locality maps well repay the 
extra calculation emphasized in the pre- 
ceding outlines. Accurate marriage charts 
also often give eloquent testimony in their 
progressions of conditions that may arise 
and will also indicate benefits, and fre- 
quently verify one’s judgments on the 
nativity progressions, along more lines 
than is usually supposed for such charts. 
One other factor that affects maps for 
the most populous latitudes of the world 
will be mentioned, Our earth is an oblate 
spheroid, not a true sphere; that is, it is 
slightly flattened at the poles — about 
1/297 of its diameter—and bulges slightly 
toward the equator, although it has the 
same circumference as it would have if it 
were a true circle. Celestial angles or 
aspects of planets to the earth have their 
apexes on the center of our globe. When 
the geographer measures distances on its 
surface, there are slight differences in 
length from those of the astronomer. Our 
tables of houses are made astronomically 
and so the geographical position needs 


some correction to make it fit the tables. 
From about latitude 30° to 50° this varia- 
tion is from 10 to 12 minutes of polar 
elevation, which must be subtracted from 
the geographical latitude as found in 
atlases.* That is, for Philadelphia, for 
instance, said to be at 40° north latitude, 
which exact degree is found within the 
city limits; but the City Hall, usually 
considered as the heart of a city, is about 
39° 56’ north. To convert this to geocen- 
tric latitude, almost exactly 11.5’ must be 
subtracted on account of this oblate bulge 
outside a true circle, making the correct 
astrological latitude 39° 45’ north, and so 
a proportion of 1/5 approximately, of the 
differences between the tables of houses 
for latitudes 39° and 40° needs to be sub- 
tracted from the table of 40° cusps to be 
correct, instead of taking the “‘nearest table 
of houses,” which, with signs of long ascen- 
sion, may make 25’ difference in a cusp, 
altering a solar arc to it later in the pro- 
gressed map by about 5 months and other 
planets proportionately.

moves forward approximately 50° per day and therefore during each month there will be a period 
during which this lunar day carries through from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second 
succeeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more likely to occur at the time of 
moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the time of moonrise for various Standard Time Zones. 
For all practical purposes the time given herewith, when changed to local Standard Time, may be 
accepted for any locality in the United States. The time given is Eastern Standard Time; read 
as is for Central War Time; subtract one hour for Mountain War Time; subtract two hours 


for Pacific War Time.

Is Prophecy Possible? 


A FEW people have the idea that the 
prognostications of the Astrologer are not 
really based on any scientific or mathe- 
matical knowledge, but are purely psychic. 
They may be prepared to admit that the 
birth chart gives the character and general 
qualities and that this chart is founded on 
mathematical knowledge, but when it 
comes to predictive work they think the 
chart is like a crystal globe or a tea cup in 
which visions are conjured. 

Certainly the Astrologer needs a keen 
sense of intuition and a thorough knowl- 
edge of temperament in order to find out 
the plane of action of an aspect in pro- 
gression, e. g., if a person is basically 
phlegmatic then it will need a much stronger 
aspect from Mars to stimulate him to 
action than it will in the case of a highly 
emotional nature. An aspect that will drive 
one person to suicide will simply be food 
for laughter with another person. 
every progressed aspect has to be con- 
sidered in the light of the radical chart. 

In regard to prophecy the Astrologer 
finds: 

1. Progression must be determined in terms 
of the radical chart, also in terms of the 
educational and environmental back- 
ground of the individual. 

. If a thing is promised in,the radical 
chart, its manifestation may be modified 
for good or evil: 

a. By the effect of thought. 

b. By the habit of discipline. 

c. Through contact with other people. 

d. By temporary circumstances or past 

experiences. 


Hence. 


With regard to (c), we may find a per- 
son with perhaps an adverse square in his 
chart which of himself he seems incapable 
of directing, but if he meets a person who 
has a benefic planet lying sextile to one 
part of the square and semi-sextile to the 
other, then that person will be of enormous 
value in helping to provide a means of 
harmonization. 


Theory of Prophecy 


Prophecy is the art of knowing future 
events. It is not necessarily a psychic gift. 
It is something that every business man 
and every engineer and scientist uses daily. 
Such prophecy is based on accurate knowl- 
edge of facts, e. g., the business man esti- 
mates the amount of business he will do in 
the coming year. The scientist by knowing 
certain facts regarding the spectrum can 
tell that certain elements will be discovered. 
The insurance doctor estimates longevity. 
The engineer estimates when a train will 
arrive at its destination, Astronomers pre- 
dict when eclipses will take place and are 
able to do it to the exact minute. They can 
also predict the return of comets, etc. They 
also tell us where each planet will be at a 
certain time in the future. They are able 
to do this because they base their predic- 
tions on past performances and observa- 
tions. Now if the human being responds 
in some way to the vibrations of the — 
planets, then all the Astrologer does is to 
take the predictions of the Astronomers 
and ¢o-relate them to events in the life of 
the human being and these events will be of 
the nature of the planets as interpreted. by 
the Astrologer and they will occur at the © 
specific time laid down by the Astronomer. 7 
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a " None of these things is thought remark- 


able and in the same way there is really 
nothing remarkable about Astrological pre- 
diction, for if the Astrologer can under- 
stand the birth chart he can use these facts 
in the same way these other men use known 
facts to predict the future. The engineer 
knows that a certain train with all its in- 
tricate parts can make a certain speed. The 
Astrologer in the same way knowing all the 
intimate workings of the individual knows 
whether he will go faster and farther in a 
certain direction than another. 

Sometimes thé scientist finds that matter 
does not always act exactly as he had 
expected it would. He then begins to re- 
vise and modify his theories. Present day 
scientific theories are the result of adjust- 
ments of theories which will fit in with the 
actual workings of matter. Professor Edwin 
B. Frost, director of the Yerkes Observa- 
tory of the University of Chicago, says, “It 
is our ignorance when there seems to be a 
departure from the ‘law’ of the universe.” 

In the same way Astrologers find that 
they have to be continually modifying 
their theories, e. g., the discovery of 
Uranus in 1782 and Neptune in 1846, plus 
observation of the effect of these planets on 
human destiny was a very distinct advance, 
for not only were new factors brought 
into the chart, but ideas attributed to the 
longer known planets had to be modified. 


Purpose in the Universe 


One cannot work long on progressions 
before one realizes that all the main events 
of our lives are controlled by a definite 
plan. We begin to realize that even the 
things we are likely to call “chance” are 
not really chance, but they are due to law 
and to some purpose from which we seem 
unable to depart and which often we can 
but dimly understand. 

Astronomers discovered Uranus, Nep- 
tune and Pluto by using Bode’s Law. In 
1897 Formalhaut, French astrologer, in his 
Manual of Spherical and Judicial Astrol- 
ogy, wrote on page 316, “A planet exists be- 
yond Neptune. It is called Pluto.” He also 
stated that two other planets would be 
discovered. So the more you know of 
Nature’s Law, the easier it is to predict. In 
olden times people said that iron always 
sinks in water, hence the destiny of iron 
was prejudged to be sinking, and iron was 





supposed to be useless for building ships. 
Later the mind of man played on the 
destiny of iron, co-related it with Law of 
Archimedes, and by pondering on this, built 
Iron ships. Man CHANGED THE 
WHOLE DESTINY OF IRON!  Simi- 
larly man’s own destiny is dependent on his 
mind. His own fate in water is often de- 
pendent on whether he has used his mind 
to control his bodily action. “Every jet 
of chaos which threatens to exterminate us 
is convertible by intellect into wholesome 
force,” says Emerson. 


The Radix System of Directions 


There are many systems of directions, 
that is, of moving the planets in the horo- 
scope according to the age of the person, 
In this book we shall study the Radix Sys- 
tem, which is not only the simplest of all 
the systems, but one which gives the best 
results in regard to the important events of 
life. Sepharial was perhaps the first modern 
Astrologer to advocate the extensive use of 
the Radix System of directions. 


Radix System Based on the Annual 
Movement of the Sun 


The principle underlying the Radix Sys- 
tem is based on the movement of the Sun 
each year. It moves through the whole 
zodiac, i. e., 360 degrees in 365 (approxi- 
mately) days. Hence in one day it will 
travel 360/365, which equals 59 minutes, 8 
seconds and approximately a % second 
(59'08%4””), which is roughly one degree 
per day. 

Yes. These motions as calculated by the 
Astronomers are used in what are termed 
“Transits” by the Astrologer, and we shall 
deal with them later. They are important 
for finding the day when an event will come 
to pass. The Radix System gives you a clue 
to the year when it will happen. Needless 
to say the Radix System is a symbolic 
method of progression. 

The system is simplicity itself. All you 
have to do is to add 59’08'4” for each year 
of the person’s age on to the radical or 
birth positions of the planets. At first, 
until you are more familiar with the sys- 
tem, we will call this 59’08'4” one degree 
and add one degree for each year of age, 
e. g., if you are 30 years of age, you would 
add 30 degrees to every planet in your 
chart, i. e., you would move each planet 
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one complete sign forward. If you are 25 
years of age, you would add 25 degrees to 
each planet. (You might find it easier in 
this case to move them mentally one sign 
on and then subtract 5 degree.) 

This new set of planetary positions should 
be put on the outer wheel as we have done 
in the charts illustrating this lesson. 

The next step is to see if this new set of 
planetary positions, i. e., the Radix Prog- 
ressions conjunct or make aspects to any 
planets in the birth chart. If they do then 
they call forth an event according to the 
nature of the aspecting planets conditioned 
by the house, sign and aspects in which the 
planet at birth is placed. 


Radix Arcs 


We call the number of degrees and min- 
utes that the planets travel (symbolically) 
in any length of time “arcs,’’ and we give 
you below a table of arcs travelled in dif- 
ferent years and months. Thus if you 
wished to know how far the planets had 
traveled in, say, 34 years and 7 months, 
you would refer to this table of arcs and 
proceed as follows.

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The table-we give you is usually termed 
a Table of Radix Arcs, but in many text — 
books you will note that it is called Table 
of Annual Progression by Naibod’s Meas- © 
ure. -Valentine Naibod was a 16th century 
Astrologer who discovered the mean solar 
increment of 59'08%4’’. Sepharial’s work 
was to apply this mean solar arc not merely 
to the Sun but to all the planets.

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Note that at 30 years almost half a 
degree is lost in arc as compared with the 
number of years, while at 60 years almost 
one whole degree is lost.

progessed positions to the radical positions, 
and not between themselves, as these latter 
aspects will be the same as for the birth 
chart since the same factor has been added 
to each radical planet. 

Let us illustrate these Radix Directions 
first from the chart of George Washington. 
He was born Feb. 22, 1732 (New Style 
Calendar, or Feb. 11, according to the Old 
Style Calendar then in use. The calendar 
was changed in 1752). The Family Bible 
records that the time was 10 A.M. The 
place was Bridge Creek, Westmoreland 
Co., Virginia, 38° North and 77° West. 
Ralph E. Kraum has calculated the cor- 
rect positions for this map from Parker’s 
Ephemeris for 1732, as the map given out 
by Broughton was notably incorrect in 
several positions. 

Let us take Washington's marriage. He 
was married at 27 years of age. At 26 years 
of age he met and fell in love with Martha 
Custis. Note his House of Love, i. e., the 
Fifth House is governed by the Sun. The 
Sun in the chart is 3° Pisces. Adding one 
degree for each year we should add 26° 
giving us 29° Pisces for the progressed 
position. So the Sun at 26 years of age 
met Venus, the planet of love. Since 
Saturn is so close to Venus in the chart and 
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Saturn governs widows, we see that his love 
would be towards a widow. 

Remember that you do not have to pre- 
dict a marriage merely because the planet 
governing the House of Love comes to 
Venus. A marriage is a legal institution, 
hence there must be something stirring up 
the Seventh House also. 

George Washington has Uranus in his 
Seventh House at 10° 06’: Sagittarius. 
Add 2614 degrees to this and you have 
Uranus at 612 degrees Capricorn, Semi- 
sextile the legal planet Mercury. Since 
Mercury rules the Second and Tenth 
Houses, we can judge that the lady he 
married would have both money and posi- 
tion, 

Since the Tenth House rules one’s status 
in life, one’s social standing and the self as 
known to the world, and as Washington’s 
marriage was a very important matter in 
his social life, and was the occasion of a 
very important public ceremony, we would 
expect that at 27 years of age, the ruler of 
his House of Marriage, i. e., Mars, would 
throw some ray on the House of Social 
Status—which it did. Mars came to the 
semi-sextile of the Midheaven. 

Let us come to another very big event 
in his life. He was chosen as leader of the 
Continental Army in 1775, that is, when 
he was 43 years of age. If we move his 
planets forward to account for their prog- 
ress in 43 years, we find the Moon, Wash- 
ington’s personality, had come to 29° 53’ 
Aquarius, semi-sextile his Midheaven, 
showing public favor and recognition. 

When war is involved, we should expect 
some aspect to or from Mars. Mars had 
progressed to 6° Capricorn semi-sextile 
Mercury in the Tenth House of public 
standing. The aspect to Mercury would 
show that his mind was enthused with the 
idea. Note too that Uranus, the planet of 
inspirational thought, had reached 23° 
Capricorn and was making a sextile to 
Mars. From this we see that Washington 
would go to war with his whole mind on 
fire with enthusiasm. The inspiration of 
Uranus would help him to seize occasions 
with boldness and inspiration. 

Washington died December 14, 1799, 
rather suddenly. He had been over his 
estate and had been drenched in a storm. 
He caught a chill and died shortly after- 
wards. 
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Since in 67 years our approximation of 
one degree throws us out a whole degree, 
let-us do this calculation for his death ac- 
curately. 

Washington’s birth was February 22, 
1732, hence he was 67 years plus ten 
months (approximately). 

Our arc for this would be:

We will drop the 30” and use arc of 66° 52’. 

We will add this arc of 66° 52’ to every 
planet, and to the Midheaven but not to 
the Ascendant. The Midheaven has to be 
moved two whole signs plus 6° 52’, making 
the Progressed Midheaven 6° 37’ Aries, 
that is, in orb of an opposition of Jupiter. 
We note also that Jupiter, ruler of the 8th 
house of death in this chart, had come 
almost exactly to the 8th cusp and was in 
opposition to Neptune. 

We often find Jupiter afflicted at times 
of death—showing the last long journey. 

We note further in Washington’s chart 
that the progressed Neptune was close to 
a square of the radical Mars. 

Saturn, which rules chills, colds and 
endings, had come to 9° 39’ Gemini in orb 
of the opposition to Uranus. The latter 
planet rules all that is sudden and unex- 
pected, so the end was sudden. Since the 
sign Gemini is involved, there would be 
trouble in respiration, because Gemini gov- 
erns the passage of air to and from the 
lungs. 

The progressed Sun had come to 10° 19’ 
Taurus, which is in conjunct Uranus and 
evil to the Nodes. Washington’s Sun is 
hyleg, so an affliction endangers the life. 
The sign Taurus rules the throat, hence 
he had sudden spasmodic pains in the 
throat. 

The progressed Moon has arrived at 24° 
22’ Pisces, almost square the Nodes. Mars 
was sextile Uranus and also evil to the 
Nodes. Since it controls the temperature, 
Mars rules all kinds of feverish conditions. 
Here let me -warn the student that good 
aspects of Mars are not always good, and 
that an aspect to Mars from Uranus can 
jolt the temperature up very quickly. Na- 


ture tries to force the temperature up in | 
order to counteract colds—but fever can ~ 
be dangerous. - 

On the chart we have given you we have © 
set out the progressions and listed them, 
We suggest that you make charts for other 
important years, and list the directions for’ 
these in detail. 


To Find Radix Progressed Ascendant 


The Radix progressed Midheaven is 6° 
37’ Aries, so we simply have to look in a 
Table of Houses for the latitude of the 
place of death (not the place of birth unless 
the death occurred at the birthplace). As 
George Washington died at Mt. Vernon, 
we can take the Table of Houses for 39° 
North latitude, and we find we have a 
progressed Ascendant of 23°00’ Cancer,

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sl question has often been asked, 
“Why is it that almost all dilettante or 
non-professional Stock Market traders buy 
stocks, and but rarely sell short?” 

Well, the explanation of this is some- 
what complicated. In the first place, 
these traders rarely ever read any financial 
literature except that published in news- 
papers, magazines and the advertisements 
of concerns who are in the business of sell- 
ing stock to the public. This line of read- 
ing always favors the buying side, it being 
considered “unethical” and “subversive” 
to “knock” on any stock issue or on the 
commercial business of handing out over- 
the-counter stock market “bargains.” 

Also, by a peculiar quirk, or quibble of 
language, the threatening argument is ad- 
vanced that “You can’t sell anything you 
don’t own.” The quirk here is the omis- 
sion of the word “contract.” True, you 
should not sell securities that do not belong 
to you. But you never really sell, you 
simply contract to sell, or deliver. Here is 
where the quibble comes in. In-selling 
short you only contract to deliver certain 
stocks at a certain price, but owing to the 
cumbersome phraseology involved, the idea 
expressed by the word “contract” is not 
accentuated. That is, at the broker’s win- 
dow you simply say (or write), ‘Sell for 
me one hundred shares of Little Steel,” 
meaning, of course, “bind me by contract to 


‘deliver one hundred shares of Little Steel.” 


In reality you do not sell anything at all. 
You merely contract to deliver some stock, 
and this is everywhere considered strictly 
legitimate business. You have full legal, 
ethical and moral rights to enter such 
a common and customary contract, and 
any curbing of this natural right, either 
by law, by regulation or by action of any 
association, is itself criminal, tyrannical, or 
just plain governmental folly. 

A still further reason for buying is the 
natural desire to “get something for your 
money.” If you put up your money on a 
contract to sell, or deliver something, it 
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looks a little as though your money is gone 
and you have nothing to show for it. But 
on the contrary if you buy you get some 
nice crisp certificates that you can gloat- 
ingly salt away in your strong box, which 
you can open up to look at now and then. 

These remarks of course apply only to 
occasional, or non-professional, stock mar- 
ket traders. The trained professionals have 
no illusions on these points. They fully 
understand the action and reaction on both 
sides of the stock market and their reasons 
for repeated reversal of position during a 
trading campaign have nothing at all to 
do with the considerations above outlined. 
They read newspapers and magazines un- 
der the light of experience, while the com- 
mon brokerage house advertisements in- 
terest them only as matters of current 
eventuality in the business, and not as gos- 
pel truths. 


August Weekly Trend 


The stock market trend, as represented 
by the industrial averages, is expected to 
be downward in August, 1943, with prices 
in general considerably lower near the last 
of the month than during the first week. 
Taking the calculated short swing week 
by week, the movement should be nearly 
as follows: 

First few days in August, 1943, quite 
buoyant, but at end of the first week con- 
siderably lower. 

Second week of August, 9th to 14th, 
begins fairly strong, but soon becomes 
unsettled, with some rallying, yet at the 
end of the week declines are expected. 

Third week, August 16th to 21st, a gen- 
eral decline after a short rally during Mon- 
day or Tuesday, with Saturday, August

New Moon 
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New Moon 
Effective July 31st to August 15th 


The New Moon occurs in 8° 03’ Leo 
at 11:06 p.m., E.S.T. on July 31st, closely 
conjunct Jupiter and Pluto and sextile 
Uranus. This New Moon is an annular 
eclipse of the sun, invisible in North 
America. The path of the annular phase 
begins in the southern Indian Ocean be- 
tween Madagascar and Antarctica, just 
misses the southwestern tip of Australia, 
and ends between New Zealand and Ant- 
arctica. 

Full Moon 
Effective August 15th to 30th 


The Full Moon occurs in 22° 0S’ 
Aquarius at 2:34 p.m. E.S.T. on August 
15th, square Mars and trine Saturn. The 
Full Moon is a partial lunar eclipse, in- 
visible in the United States. The begin- 
ning is visible in the western Pacific, 
Australia, New Zealand, also the Indian 
Ocean, most of Africa and southeastern 
Europe. The ending is visible in the same 
portions of the globe, and also in the east- 
ern and southern Atlantic and the eastern 
part of South America. 


New Moon 
Effective August 30th to September 13th 


The New Moon of August 30th occurs 
at 2:59 p.m., E.S.T. in 6° 34’ Virgo, in 
square to Mars and Uranus. 


Solar Aspects 


The Sun forms only two major aspects 
and one parallel this month: a parallel to 
Mars on the 8th, a sextile to Saturn on 
the 17th and a square to Mars on the 23rd. 


Mercury 


Mercury moves from 22° 36’ Leo into 
Virgo on the Sth, then into Libra on the 
26th, reaching 4° 50’ Libra at the end of 
the month. Mercury is extremely active in 
August. It sextiles Saturn and parallels 
Mars on the Ist. On the 2nd, the Moon 
occults Mercury in 25° 06’ Leo at 9:52 
am., E.S.T. Mercury then moves to the 
square of Uranus on the 10th and the 
conjunction with Venus, now retrograde, 
th 20° 21’ Virgo at 5:14 p.m. on the 18th. 
The parallel with Venus is completed on 


22nd is followed by two parallels to 

tune, one on the 22nd and one on the 25th. 
Mercury then conjuncts Neptune in 0° 45’ 
Libra at 1:19 p.m., E.S.T. on the 27th, 
forming a second parallel to Venus on the 
same day. The last Mercury aspect of the 
month is the trine to Mars on the 30th. 


Venus 


Venus, in 16° 55’ Virgo on August Ist, 
turns retrograde in 20° 33’ Virgo about 
noon on the 15th, and reaches 15° 25 
Virgo on the 31st. Venus forms only one 
major aspect and two parallels in August, 
the trine to Mars on the 4th and two 
parallels to Neptune, one on the 5th and 
one on the 13th. 


Mars 


Mars, in 16° 13’ Taurus on August Ist, 
makes his significant entry into Gemini 
(where he will remain until March 28, 
1944) on August 23rd, reaching 4° 29’ 
Gemini at the close of the month. During 
the month, Mars forms only the parallel 
to Jupiter on the 19th and the trine to 
Neptune on the 24th. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter moves from 6° 51’ to 13° 36 
Leo during August. Jupiter completes the 
conjunction with Pluto in 6° 53’ Leo at 
3:07 a.m., E.S.T. on August Ist. On the 
7th a sextile to Uranus is formed, and at 
3:00 p.m. E.S.T. on the 28th, the Moon 
occults Jupiter in 12° 54’ Leo. 

Saturn moves from 22° 37’ to 25° 18 
Gemini in August, forming no aspects in 
transit. ' 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


Uranus moves from 8° Ol’ to 8° 46’ 
Gemini during the month, forming no 
aspects in transit but accentuated by both 
the July 31st and August 30th New Moons. 

Neptune, in 29° 58’ Virgo on August Ist, 
makes its final exit from this sign near 
noon on August 2nd, and reaches 0° 55’ 
Libra at the close of the month. Neptune 
forms no aspects in transit, although it is 
emphasized strongly between the 22nd and 
27th. 

Pluto moves from 6° 53’ to 7° 44° Leo 
during August, forming no aspects during 
the month.

Harmonious Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as lucky.

Routine Days
